THE SCIENCE OF THE AGES XX 


A Consideration of the Septile, and of the Justificatton and Control 
of Existence in Cycles of Purpose~ 


a... septile is the final primary aspect 
of any practical value in Pythagorean as- 
trology, although like the parallel and 
quintile, it is seldom employed by astrol- 
ogers or students. The septile is estab- 
lished by inscribing a regular heptagon or 
seven-sided figure in the circle, and its 
measure is therefore one-seventh of the 
total circumference, or 51° 26° approx. 
Part of the septile’s significance comes 
from the fact that it is the first of the 
“odd” aspects which can never be calcu- 
lated in an even number of units, that is, in 
degrees, minutes, seconds and sixty-parts. 
Septiles are easily calculated at the same 
time the horoscope is examined for quin- 
tiles by looking to a point approximately 
nine degrees short of each possible sextile. 

The septile, as first of the non-sixty- 
base aspects, suggests most fundamentally 
the persisting oddness of any individual 
life, whether this be for the best or the 
worst. Greater degrees of this “oddness” 
in any given individuality are charted by 
the nonagen, the aspect established by a 
ninth part of the circle, and then success- 
ively by the eleventh, thirteenth, seven- 
teenth and other strictly odd divisions in 
order, but these reach a degree of refine- 
ment which is virtually impossible to iden- 
‘tify with any certainty in actual life. In- 
deed, no astrologer seems to have had any 
appreciable success in using the nonagen 
since this aspect was suggested by Simmon- 
ite about a century ago. Nor has a great 
deal been done with the septile since at- 
tention was first drawn to its possibilities 
by Wilde. However, any student may 
calculate the septiles for his own collection 
of charts, and observe for himself how

sharply they work, for the septile gives @ 
clear indication of the persisting unique 
ness of individuality in any horoscope 
where it is found with narrow orbs: be 
tween significant planets. 


Space, Time and Intelligence 


The best approach to an understanding 
of the meaning of the septile is through 
the symbolical logic which orders the cor 
respondences between human life on the 


one hand, and the patterns among the | 


moving heavenly bodies on the other. The 
fundamental threefold development of 
life’s possibilities has been indicated over 
and over again in these articles in terms 


of the continuous succession of point, cit © 


cle and line. 
Not only can life be seen in its total or 


broad unfoldment on the basis of this suc= 


cession, but the repetition of this three 
fold sequence in Pythagorean astrology is 


a larger or similar succession or sequence

with the personal aspects, and to show the 
fundamental potentialities of the relation 
any given native has with the total envir- 
onment around him. 

What now follows in this larger ordering 
is the transcendental sequence consisting 
of (1) ‘the sextile as representative of the 
transcendental “point” in human experi- 
ence, (2) the septile as representative of 
the transcendental “circle” ia experience, 
and (3) the octile or semi-square as repre- 
sentative of the transcendental “line” in 
similar fashion. The general nature of the 
transcendental element involved in all 
stages of the sequence was analysed with 
great detail in the preceding article, and 
human individuality and its capacities for 
special self-dignity outlined in the terms 
of these deeper human potentialities. 

Here is the beginning of what occultists 
term “the larger life,” and the consumma- 
tion of this transcendental selfhood is pri- 
marily indicated by the septiles in the as- 
trological chart. The broader significance 
of the point, circle and line in this trans- 
cendental realm is gained through the cor- 
telative concepts of space, time and intelli- 
gence. The sextile, like the conjunction 
in the personal case and the trine in the 
social, gives the broad general or “ground” 
telationships of an individual’s transcen- 
dental experience. This is his “experimen- 
tation,’ idle self-discovery on the lowest 
level or creative insight on the higher. The 
sextile, therefore, operates, so to speak, 
whether or not there is any transcendental 
self-awakening. 

The septile, unlike the sextile, has no 


_ Superficial operation because time, taken 


in contrast with space, is an “internal” 
sense. Man is related to his fellows and 


“to his‘external world through the spatial’ 
_ties*by which he has existence at any given 


lastant, whereas the time sequence of his 


‘own. experience .is the stringing of things 


together in the pattern of his own making. 
He alters his world, creates his individual 
Situation or “reality,” by the manner in 


which he establishes his “present” in con- 
nection with some given “past” convenience 
or “future” possibility. The septile is of 
special significance in astrology because it 
shows the ultimate mediation of this time 
or.cycle factor in the general pattern. of 
experience. 


The Meaning of the Septile 


Students of occultism in its forms of 
Eastern philosophy, Theosophy, Rosicru- 
cianism, Hermiticism, and the like, would 
perhaps most easily identify the septile as 
an aspect of “karma.” This is a conven- 
ient word out of the East to indicate the 
net pattern of circumstances in life, or that 
which any given individual by conscious or 
unconscious selection has made the matrix 
of his experience. In the current over- 
simplification of this concept it is the “bal- 
ancing of the ledger” among individuals, 
and it is generally tied in tightly with the 
idea of reincarnation. 

Thus a man will be said to be under the 
necessity to acquire and support a shrew- 
ish and unhealthy wife because in some 
prior existence he wronged her, and so has 
a debt to pay. That this is rough on her, 
requiring her to suffer for the sake of the 
“lesson” he has to learn, is conveniently 
overlooked in this ingenuous view of life. 
The average occultist is quite impervious 
to the infinite regression which character- 
izes theories of this sort. “ All he sees is 
that the inequalities and injustices of life 
are neatly explained, even if only for the 
moment. However, with all its superficial 
deficiencies, the doctrine has a germ of im- 
portant truth, namely, that the present 
moment is as much an articulation of a 
necessary past as of any equally necessary 
or consequent future. 

The relationships are transcendental be- 
cause they are subject to creative manipu- 
lation. “ This is illustrated by the man who 
awakens to the fact that drinking is lead- 
ing to his’ ruin, and~by~exerting his will 
and seeking a “better life” is able both 
to stop the process and to change the 
outcéme: “Similarly the individual who 


finds himself living “as though” certain 
antecedent experience has its manifesta- 
tion through the time cycle of his own be- 
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ing can be changed to almost any other 
“as though’ through a similar exercise of 
will. This is the sole meaning, psycholog- 
ically, of the “salvation through Christ” 
in the Church, when the doctrine is re- 
duced to its simplest terms. The sinner, 
quickening to the fact that he is living out 
consequences which he does not like, can, 
in St. Paul’s graphic and effective explan- 
ation of the process, “adopt” the life which 
Jesus lived as his own antecedent causa- 
tion, or “accept Christ” as his “Savior,” 
and change the whole course of his destiny. 

The sextile aspect indicates the first 
blind experimentation by which man dis- 
covers that he may move off from an old 
course in a transcendental tangent. The 
septile gives the real clue and the full 
charting to the circumstances under which 
man carries out this new destiny of his 
own deliberate making. It may be pitifully 
inadequate by the standards of his fellows, 
and he may give himself hopeless hurdles 
to surmount, but it is his move to his own 
possible transcendental best at the moment. 

The operation of this phase of transcen- 
dental living is seen in life quite commonly. 
On the most inadequate level it is repre- 
sented by the obsessed people to be found 
on every hand—individuals who are def- 
initely living in a time or individual-se- 
quence cycle markedly independent from 
this normal social situation. This means 
insanity at its worst and outstanding gen- 
ius at its best. More often the septile 
indications are the important “moments” 
known in every life, when a person in one 
or another respect is not himself. The ex- 
perience is commonly encountered in _ro- 
mance. In contradistinction from the cre- 
ative drive of the arts, where an individual 
is swept forward by a momentum of 
achievement under the quintile, or from 
the impulsion of social novelty where he 
is carried out of himself by some immedi- 
ate possibility of self-discovery under the 
sextile, he feels himself wholly the victim 
of a situation under the septile. The 
mounting sweep of passion transforms his 
whole world, and deflects or perverts his 
whole point of view. It is this basic rela- 
tionship which gives the septile its keyword 
of FATALITY. 


The Value of High Limitation e 


Thus the septile shows the relatiy 
inevitable and often tragic neta 
the individual in the deeper critical i 
of life around him, but from the point} 
view of astrological therapy, it does ‘nof 
follow that his circumstances have to 5 
suffered blindly, or in the terms of the 
superficial limitation. Rather, the special 
responsibilities taken on by the individual 
enable him fundamentally to press on from 
the “initiation” he may achieve under the 
sextile to a definite “immortality.” This 
is the establishment of a world of exper 
ence through which he becomes an author 
of a transcendental destiny, or one whichis 
an articulation of his own creative powen 
as well as an expression of the necessities 
of the group around him. 

The whole development of an individual 
life is dependent upon the balance achieved 
between the elements of risk and security

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-in experience. The untutored_ mind finds 


“security” in a stability of static. factors 
in a ring of limitation. He wants a home 
which will survive the threat of sky and 
sea, war and economic hazard. He wishé 
to feel assured within himself, somehow, 


that no appreciable accident threatens his 


family or his own purposes. He desires a 
static reserve of funds in a bank. Al 
these things, however, are contrary to the 
law of life and existence, which is rooted 
essentially in change and progression. The 
operation of the septile on the inadequalé 
level tends to perpetuate this sort of,statit 


“security,” and under any broad point of 


view these static items of “security” cal 


be the greatest possible sort of limitation. 


When relationships of any sort are frozen 


into the life, “karma” is evident and fatal 


ity is at work. Hence they are only obvious” 
to the. average person on the unpleasait 
side, leading him at first to rebel 

the very things he seeks, and at times f 
waste the resources he conserves. 


Human life is fundamentally a mall 


of problem-solving, i.e., growth in one form 
or another, and the septile at its best give 


an indication of the individual’s capacity 
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to establish such problems for himself as 
will persist in time, or ramify in: space, 
sufficiently to give him some genuine justi- 
fication for his existence. The aspect 
measures the cycles of purpose by which 
~ human individuality takes on its full adult 
stature. The relationship becomes friend- 
ly, or is found pleasant and stimulating 
when an individual is willing to proceed on 
a basic enjoyment of risk over security. 
The truly “obsessed” person, under this 
septile relationship, will risk everything 
_even to his own life, or will subordinate 
everything else to the transcendental no- 
tion that has taken control of his being. 
The septile therefore is most constructively 
utilized when the native is encouraged to 
incur increasing risks, providing these are 
for the sake of enlarging his sense of tran- 
scendental purpose in his own life and ex- 
perience. 


The Sequence of Unfoldment 


As has been indicated several times, 
nothing is gained by carrying out the ram- 
ification of relationship beyond the point 
of practical usefulness. For this reason 
the octile, decile and duodecile are not of 
value in their primary indication, They 
are consequently employed in their secon- 
dary function as semi-square, semi-quin- 
tile and semi-sextile in order. However, 
an additional note may be added in the 
case of the octile for the sake of those stu- 
dents who demand that the transcendental 
tealm of human activity be rounded out in 
terms of this aspect as a representative of 
transcendental “line” or intelligence. 

Fundamentally the value of this produc- 
tive outreach of self, as is described by the 
. word “transcendental,” is not fully com- 

pleted in any practical way except as it is 
possible to set up another superior realm of 
experience, and so to provide a super- 
transcendental point for the necessary 
larger frame of reference. In other words, 
the opposition rounds out the personal as- 
pects but the mechanism of the trine is 
needed to make it comprehensible. In 
similar fashion the quintile rounds out the 
achievement of the individual as a social 
being, but the mechanism of the sextile and 
its creative insight is necessary for an un- 


derstanding of talent. To put the octile 
to practical use as an indicator of a spe- 
cial transcendental intelligence would re- 
quire a practical significance for the non- 


agen. 


gree of practical everyday usefulness. What 
happens here is that astrology simply re- 
fuses to lose its significances, or to ramify 
itself out uselessly, by involving itself in 
an infinite regression. The intelligence 
which in the theoretical structure is signi- 
fied by the actile is not required in any way 
for the rounding out of human life. The 
operation of the transcendental realm 
properly remains “free.” No form of se- 
curity, whether transient or ultimate, can 
ever be permitted to cancel out risk. Man, 
in order to exist, must have problems ahead 
of him continually: The septile is ulti- 
mately of the greatest value because it 
shows the precise means by which any 
given native is prevented from cancelling 
himself in finality, and by which he is per- 
mitted instead to immortalize himself in 
“purpose” or in a karma of an absolute or 
unlimited potentiality. By the process 
“limitation” becomes “delimitation,” and 
“order” the support rather than the denial 
of free will and true individuality. 

The defeat of the infinite regression in 
the sequence system of the aspects is indi- 
cated not only by the fact that the more 
important minor aspects take on a secon- 
dary function, and contribute to a closed 
or a complete rather than-an open or in- 
finitely regressive system of experience, 
but also by the fact that the basic sequence 
of the aspects will hold to primary sigrifi- 
cance even if not actually secondary in 
origin or nature, thanks to their conform- 
ity in a recurring cycle of keywords from 
the octile on. 

The octile itself is well described by the 
keyword for the opposition, with which it 
corresponds as an aspect of intelligence, 
and the nonagen by the keyword for the 
trine, with which it has similar correspond- 
ence as this is especially notable in connec- 
tion with the analysis of the octile in the 
immediately preceding paragraph. The 
decile then is properly characterized by the 
keyword for the square as an aspect of time

in the sequence, and so on indefinitely. Of 
these relationships, the correspondence of 
the derivative quintile to the square rather 
than the quintile itself will superficially 
seem irregular. This is the movement: of 
the “five” in a “three” sequence, and an 
aberration which is very significant in 
other connections. Here it can best be ex- 
plained simply as the one manifestation of 
necessary irregularity in any phase of 
practical or truly individual self-expression. 


The Aspects in Everyday Life 


The student will not find it worth while 
to study astrology ever, unless he is able 
to make an immediate application of his 
knowledge to the problems arising in 
everyday experience. This is particularly 
true of the aspects. Therefore, by way of 
summary, each aspect must be revealed 
in its simple relation to passing experience, 
its particular indication of direct potential- 
ities in any given horoscope. Each of the 
aspects in a sense answers a very. definite 
question about the native’s life, and these 
questions may be put down in somewhat 
compressed fashion as follews: 

Conjunction How far is the native self- 
actuated in what he does, and to what ex- 
tent are his acts truly representative of 
his own personal individuality? 

Parallel How far is the native con- 
sciously integrated ia his actions, and to 


what extent is he able to maintain an ef- 
fective personal interest in what he does? 

Opposition How far is the native sen- 
sitive to the immediate significance of 
everything around him, and to what ex 
tent does he avoid acting merely as an 
automaton under the stimulation of the 
situation in which he finds himself? 

Trine How far does the native move 
freely and easily with the broad currents 
of the life through which he is sustained, 
and to what extent does he cooperate with 
the events of greatest value to him? 

Square How far does the native stamp 
his own individuality on life, and to what 
extent is he able to manipulate events 
rather than to allow himself to be shaped 
by them and so diverted from his own 
true ends? 

Quintile How far is the native able to 
develop and use his talents, and to what 
extent is he equipped to develop the requi- 
site skills for meeting the issues of life 
constructively rather than waste his en 
ergies in a mere restless protest?

ASTEROIDS 


To the Editor: 

Do you know whether or not there has 
ever been an ephemeris published on the 
asteroids (which revolve in an orbit be- 
tween those of Mars and Jupiter) and, if 
so, where I may secure same? If tt takes 
Jupiter twelve years to travel_around the 
zodiac and Mars approximately two years, 
what is the mean motion of the asteroids? 
Isn’t it logical to assume that they also 
play as important a part as any of the 
planets in directing man’s destiny?

ANSWER: I do not know of any astro- 
logical ephemerides published on these 
minor planets at all. There are so many 
of them—1500 have their orbits well 
known—that it would perhaps be difficult 
to know what ones to use for ephemerides 
or aspectarians; you would not know, be- 
ginning with the larger ones, where to stop. 
Ephemerides, however, are published in 
astronomy for these asteroids, by the as- 
teroid headquarters in Germany. But they 
are for the right ascension and declination 
of the planets, and for opposition times 
only, meaning about 5 weeks around each 
planet’s opposition from the sun. 

As to the mean motion around the sun, 
they average between 4 and 6 years. To 
get the exact mean you would have to con- 
sider 1500 of them and get the average. 

As to the matter of whether they play 
any important part in directing man’s des- 
tiny, this question is astrological and I 
would not attempt an answer, except in 
the following terms. Assuming. that the 
planets do have an influence—if this be 
due to gravitational force, the individual 
asteroids should not have much effect, if 
any, because the very largest one is very 
small compared to the larger planets.

Ceres, the largest, has a diameter of about 
480 miles, and all the others are smaller; 
in fact, many hundreds of them are far 
smaller. So that the masses individually 
are exceedingly small. It would seem to 
me that if influence be due to radiations 
ef any kind, they could not have very 
much effect, because of their extremely 
small size. If, however, effect is from 
geometrical relations—in other words, as- 
pects alone—then they might have plenty 
of influence. It would be an almost im- 
possible job to compute all the aspects, 
because with the major planets there are 
thousands of aspects in a year’s time. So 
that with 1500 known minor planets, there 
would be probably hundreds of thousands 
of aspects in the course of a year’s time. 

There are 4 of the asteroids—Ceres, 
Pallas, Juno, and Vesta—which are con- 
siderably larger than the others. They were 
the first ones discovered and it appears 
to me that astrologers have not investi- 
gated the matter very thoroughly. Indeed, 
it would be a big job, although interesting, 
but would need an immense amount of re- 
search work. 

The remarks on influence are those of an 
astronomer, whereas this phase of the sub- 
ject is astrological, as noted.

CONVERSE CHARTS 


To the Editor: 

In the “Many. Things” section of the - 
April number your simple. and. concise ex- 
position of the method of computing “Rev- 
olution Charts” has prompted me to ask 
if you would publish an answer to my 
query, “What is a ‘Converse chart’ and 
how is it set up?” What value does tt 
have—if any? 

Is a “converse chart” the natal chart 
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reversed—i. e. placing the natal rising sign 
on the 7th house cusp? 

Or, is a converse chart a progressed 
chart (day for year method) reversed—4. e. 
counting backward instead of forward? 
Or is it something else? 

I am familiar with the method of setting 
up natal (radix), Solar Return, Progres- 
sion (day for year), and of course daily 
transits. A, M. 

ANSWER: A converse chart does not 
tefer to the natal chart, but rather to the 
progressed chart which is progressed con- 
versely or in reverse order, i. e., counting 
backward rather than forward a day for 
a year from the birthdate. These are also 
sometimes known as “Pre-natal directions.”

Astronomy in the Middle Ages 
C. J. Ryan, M. A. 


When we read of the curriculum of 
the European Universities during the 
Middle Ages we are inclined to think 
that certain classical studies, literature 
and languages, music, and mathematics, 
were almost the only subjects taught 
that had reasonable foundations. The 
natural sciences are generally supposed 
to have been in their infancy (as of 
course they were) when not purely fan- 
ciful, arbitrary, and grotesquely er- 
roneous. But now and then a side-light 
is thrown into some obscure corner and 
the existence of correct knowledge. dis- 
covered among much that is doubtful or 

wrong. : 

A most interesting instance exists in 
an Irish Treatise on Astronomy now in 
the Library of the Royal Irish Academy, 
and which was translated into English 
by Mr. J. J. O’Farrelly in 1893. It was 
written about the year 1400, certainly 
not later, and is derived from the works 
of Messahalah, an Arabian Jew who 
lived between A. D. 754 and .833. 
Twelve of the thirty-nine chapters are 
not contained in the Latin versions of 


Messahalah’s treatises from which the 
Gaelic translation was derived; ther 
origin is unknown, but they probably 
came from other Arabian sources, or 
they may have been in part the results 
of the observations and studies of the 
Irish writer himself. 

The treatise is based upon the Ptole- 
maic theory of the Solar System. It is 
remarkable that Ptolemy did not accept 
the Pythagorean System, which placed 
the sun as the central body instead of 
the earth, for the teachings of Pytha- 
goras had been widely diffused at the 
time of Ptolemy. The result of his re 
fusal to work on the correct system of 
the great Initiate, Pythagoras, was that 
the students of astronomy were misled 
and held back from the knowledge of 
the true relationship of the sun and the 
earth for many centuries, and much bit- 
terness was aroused. 

The Irish MS. carefully explains the 
globular shape of the earth, and gives 
its true, approximate diameter, 8000 
miles; the real causes of the phases of 
the moon, its eclipses, and the eclipses 
of the sun, are stated; the reason why 
the sun rises earlier if you travel east- 
ward and later if you go westward is 
properly explained; the writer points 
out that the moon, like the planets, has 
no light of its own but reflects that of 
the sun. He also touches upon physical 
geography and geology. He gives, 
though with some hesitation, the true. 
explanation of the rising of the Nue. 
His remarks about the wearing down of 
the mountains by the action of rivers, 
and upon the origin of fossil shells agree 
remarkably with the principles of mod- 
ern geology. Yet hundreds of ‘years 
afterwards, geology had to fight forts 
life against the entrenched stronghold 
of learned ignorance and prejudice 
which went so far as to say that the 
fossils were artfully placed in the rocks 
by the Devil in order to try the faith 
of the pious in the literal accuracy of 
the Genesis account of creation in sit 
days. 

But the most curious thing in the 
whole treatise is a statement which 
shows the possession of information 
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upon a subject of which it is generally 
believed that nothing was or could be 
known before the invention of the astra- 
nomical telescope by Galileo in 1609— 
two hundred years later! This is that 
when the planets Venus and Mercury 
“are twelve degrees proceeding westward 
of the sun they are horned like the new 
moon.” 

One of the strongest arguments 
against the true theory (Pythagorean or 
Copernican) of the solar system was 
that Venus failed to show the crescent 
or horned phase like the moon as it 
should do. As the phases of Venus can- 
not be detected without optical aid, and 
as the critics possessed nothing of the 
kind, they had some show of reason in 
not accepting the truth; but when Gali- 
leo turned his ‘optic tube’ upon the 
Planet of Love it was immediately seen 
that it did pass through exactly the 
phases of crescent, half-moon, and full- 
moon, that ought to be seen. 

How then comes it that the unknown 
Irish writer was able two hundred years 
before Galileo, to write quite confidently 
of the crescent phase of Venus, and also 


of Mercury, a much more difficult object, 


to distinguish? Perhaps the answer to 
this will be forthcoming when it is ex- 
plained how it was that the ancient As- 
syrians represented Bel, the Assyrian 
Jupiter, with four star-tipped wings, and 
the god corresponding to Saturn stand- 
ing within a ring, as Proctor, the famous 
English astronomer, pointed out in Our 
Place Among Infinities, unless they knew 
by telescopic observation that Jupiter 
had four large moons and that Saturn 
was surrounded by a wonderful ring! 
Is it possible that the above offers a 
clue as to the source of the astronomical 


~ knowledge revealed by certain writers in 


later centuries, yet well in advance of mod- 
etn astronomical discoveries? 

For instance, in the first edition of Gul- 
liver’s Travels, published in 1726, Volume 
2, Part III, Chapter II, in connection with 
the record of Gulliver’s visit to the Island 
of Laputa, we find the following remark- 
able observations: 

They (the Laputans) spend the great- 
est part of their Lives in observing the 





celestial Bodies, which they do by the 

assistance of Glasses far excelling ours 

in Goodness. For this Advantage hath 
enabled them to extend the Discoveries 
much farther than our Astronomers in 

Europe: for they have made a Cata- 

logue of ten thousand fixed Stars ; where- 

as the largest of ours do not contain above 
one third part of that Number. They 
have ‘likewise discovered two lesser 

Stars, or Satelites, which revolve about 

Mars, whereof the innermost is distant 

from the Center of the primary Planet 

exactly three of his Diameters, and the 
outermost five; the former revolves in 
the space of ten hours, and the latter 
in twenty one and an half: so that the 

Squares of their periodical Times are 

very near in the same proportion with 

the Cubes of their Distance from the 

Center of Mars; which evidently shews 

them to be governed by the same Law 

of Gravitation, that influences the other 

Heavenly Bodies. 

The remarkable thing about the above 
is that it was not until 150 years later 
(1877) that the astronomers at the Naval 
Observatory at Washington, D. C., dis- 
covered that Mars had two moons, one of 
which travelled just twice as fast as the 
other, which argues that Jonathan Swift 
must have had access to records of astron- 
omical observations which preceded and 
vastly exceeded anything known and ac- 
knowledged by the academic science of his 
day. It is logical to assume that the 
Arabians may have been the channel thru 
which was handed down the advanced 
scientific knowledge of an earlier civiliza- 
tion—a civilization that ante-dated re- 
corded history—the scientific achievements 
of which exceeded anything that we now 
know, but for the most part were subse- 
quently lost in some catacylsm of nature 
uncounted centuries ago, 


FOR THE RECORD 


In our March, 1940 issue, page 32, we 
published a letter from a reader (J. H. W.) 
re Timing, in which the writer called at- 
tention to the Libra Ingress of 1938 as a 
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key to the opening of hostilities, Septem- 
ber ist, 1939. 

In the above instance the 1938 (Libra) 
Ingress was selected as particularly sig- 
nificant for the reason that it happened 
to coincide with a new moon (September, 
1938). Subsequent study of this problem 
would seem to indicate that these Ingress 
charts do not derive their significance 
solely from this factor. It would appear, 
rather, that an Ingress chart may be ac- 
cepted as a timing key to the development 
of any major event coinciding therewith 
and that as such it may be considered 
operative for one complete solar cycle. 

Ia our April, 1941 issue, page 25 (sub 
title Hitler), we made various references 
to the Cancer Ingress of 1940 as the key 
to International developments following 
the French Armistice, which properly 
marked the end of one phase of the war 
and the beginning of another. Students 
interested in a study of this problem 
should erect a chart for 1:37 p. m., G.M.T. 
(London), June 21, 1940. The aspects 
of the transiting sun to the planets and 
angles of this chart will be found to be a 
very reliable key to the major develop- 
ments of the war during the succeeding 
twelve months. 

With that same uncanny faculty for 
timing which has characterized Hitler’s 
career to date, he once more definitely 
wrote finis to that particular phase of the 
war and entered upon a new cycle coinci- 
dent with the Cancer Ingress, 1941. His 








Russian Campaign commenced at 4 a. m, 
C. E. T., June 22nd—Cancer Ingress Jun 
21st, 8:26 p. m., Berlin. 

Referring to the accompanying chart it 
may be noted that the first (Ingress) 
planet which the transiting Sun contaets 
is a retrograde Mercury, the contact being 
made July 7th. Granting the soundness of 
our original premise, it would be logical 
expect any major movement commenced 
June 22nd to run into difficulties and be 
very definitely slowed down under sucha 
transit. Apparently this is precisely what 
happened. The morning edition of the 
Daily News, July 7th, carried the headline 
“BLITZ STALLED,” and it developed 
that at that time the Russians had suc 
ceeded in temporarily stopping the German 
advance. 

The next contact was the transiting Sun 
conjunct the Ingress Venus, July 9th. It 
was reasonable to expect that the Germans 
might be able to resume their advance at 
that time. Reference to the news headlines 
of that date will reveal that this was the 
day the Nazis renewed their drive witha 
large scale offensive on three fronts, and 
that, as might have been expected, com- 
mencing with July 9th, the Russian Cam- 
paign again got under way after a tempo 
rary stalemate. 

Following thru to July 26th*, we find 
the transiting Sun conjunct Pluto sextile 
Jupiter in the Ingress Chart, July 26th-29th. 
It would not be at all surprising to find the 
Nazis claiming the capture of Leningrad 
or Moscow on this date, altho, from the 
purely practical point of view, this does ap 
pear to be somewhat improbable owing 0 
the fact that they have still considerable 
distance to go. But current news indicates 
that their advance is speeding up véy 
rapidly, which is what we would expect 
under the forthcoming transit. referred to” 
above, and of one thing we may be reason 
ably certain, Saturday, July 26th will be 
an unusually important date in interns 
tional affairs. It is not improbable that 
Japan might play a leading part in this, 
since it appears that they are preparing 
for some major move in the near future. 

Following July 29, the Solar transits 0

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the Ingress chart-do not favor the aggres- 
sor and there would appear to be plenty 
of trouble ahead for those who happen to 
be on the offensive. This judgment is 
based upon a series of unfavorable solar 
aspects to Ingress planets during August 
and September, to wit: 
Square Saturn Aug. 16th 
Square Uranus Aug. 2st 
Square Jupiter Aug. 29th 
Opposition Mars Sept. 16th 
Conjunct Neptune Sept. 18th 
Who ever happens to be on the move Aug. 
ist, had better be prepared to “dig in” 
fora couple of months. The solar contact 
with the Ingress Neptune opposition Mars, 
September 16th and 18th, appears to be a 
particularly critical point, inasmuch as this 
also coincides closely with a total solar 
eclipse, almost exactly conjunct Neptune, 
September 20th. It may be briefly stated 
that the admonition in general would seem 
to be—“‘make port” if possible, or if you 
must sail the seas of chance batten down 
the hatches and be prepared for a “blow.” 

An equinoctial storm of mnusual violence 
might hit the Atlantic Seaboard about that 
time. 

Atmospheric conditions associated with 
Neptune are usually the result of great 
extremes of temperature accompanied by 
excessive moisture which, as may be easily 
understood may result in blizzards or 
storms of tornado-like violence, depending 
upon the season. Under such conditions 
navigation by air or water is unusually 
dangerous, hence aerial and naval disasters 
usually increase under Neptunian afflic- 
tions. 

Furthermore, in a purely terrestrial 
sense, we have noted a prominence of 
Neptune in the charts of earthquakes, 
which is more or less to be expected in 
consideration of the significance of this 
planet for all sub-surface or subterranean 
activities and forces. Since at the present 
time, an earthquake zone seems to be de- 
veloping in northeastern U. S. and the as- 
trological forces appear to be focused in 
that section of the country at- this time, 
Seismological disturbances of some magni- 
tude affecting the Atlantic states might 
well result from the configurations of this 
period, altho it would be difficult to say 


just when such forces might be released. 
So far correlative transits of Mars appear 
to be necessary and the Mars transits dur- 
ing the last six months of this year do not 
appear to be particularly significant in this 
connection. 

The connection of Neptune with sub- 
marine activities is well known, hence it 
is to be expected that a great intensifica- 
tion of the battle of the Atlantic may mark 
the month of September, with heavy losses 
to belligerent powers. A naval engagement 
of unusually destructive violence may take 
place. 

Politically, Neptune has significance for 
all subversive forces, saboteurs, spies, an- 
archists, etc., therefore, those responsible 
for the control of, and public protection 
against, such dangers would be well ad- 
vised to exercise unusual caution during 
this month, and with respect to U. S., this 
force seems to be focused in the eastern 
section ef the country.

A mirror of July history in cross section 
reveals humanity in a militant tempera- 
ment. Negative history predominates. 
Disasters by natural and accidental causes 
are at average, or even below, but those 
by human design are high. 

Salient are the outbreak of the World 
War, storming of the Bastille, Battles of 
Bulli Run and Gettysburg, the first inter- 
colonial war in America and the first battle 
of the French and Indian War. July also 
marks the beginning of Cortez’ conquest 
of Mexico, the great Battle of the Boyne 
in 1690, and on back to the storming of 
Jerusalem in 1099 and the burning of Car- 
thage in 146 B. C. Even in the more de- 
tailed chronicling of July history, which 
follows, it was necessary to pass over many 
important battles and wars, for history has 
made July one of the bloodiest months of 
the year. Human patience seems to be 
at low ebb. 

While man thus may be shown militant 
in this month, he is also found aggressive 
in other ways. His strongest efforts for 
independence have been made. The inde- 
pendence of the United States (July 4th) 
was achieved. California was declared in- 
dependent on the same day in 1840. In

fact, the first formal declaration of inde 
pendence made in America (at Carlisle, 
Pa., 1774) was a July event. The inde 
pendence of Haiti was proclaimed in 1801; 
of Peru in 1821. 

Independence in women has also beep 
asserted conspicuously in this month. The 
first woman’s rights convention was held 
July 19, 1848. Woman suffrage was estab- 
lished in the New Jersey Constitution, 
July 2,1776. And on July 10, 1890, Wyo. 
ming, the first state to grant woman suj- 
frage as a _ constitutional right, was 
admitted to the Union. 

These characteristics of the month an 
also borne out by a preponderance of riots, 
especially strike disturbances. Assassina- 
tions run high, among them that of the 
French revolutionary leader Jean Paul 
Marat, who, while at bath, was stabbed 
by the beautiful Charlotte Corday. Aaron 
Burr and Alexander Hamilton had their 
historic duel. President Garfield was shot, 

July is an important month for the ter- 
ritorial expansion of the United States and 
Canada, and for legislative accomplish- 
ments. The first legislative assembly in 
America met in July, 1619. The first pro- 
tective tariff act was passed July 4, 1789, 
Progress is also shown in development of 
transportation and communication, espe 
cially in aeronautical events and railroad 
building. Several institutions of importance 
had their beginnings in this month, 
cluding the American Red Cross, Salvation 
Army, Masons (in America), and others, 
especially educational institutions. The 
first normal school in America was estab- 
lished. Also, the Republican Party was 
founded. 

As for births, statesmen and generals art 
in the lead. Caesar was born July 12th; 
Mussolini, July 29th. A few of the others 
are Garibaldi, Rochambeau, Marmont, 
Mazarin, John Paul Jones, Farragut, and 
many monarchs. Only two United States 
Presidents were born in July: Coolidge 
and John Quincy Adams. Despite a few 
big names, it is a poor month for artists, 
authors and musicians, especially the lat 
ter. Artists, however, include Rembrandt, 
Carot, Whistler and Reynolds. Writers: 
George Bernard Shaw, George Sand, both 
of the Dumas’, Hawthorne, Thorets, 
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Thackeray, Kathleen Norris, and many 
other novelists of varying degrees of im- 
ance. A few outstanding inventors were 
born, Elias Howe (sewing machine), East- 
man (cameras), Colt (revolvers), William 
S. Smith (pneumatic caisson), Babbitt 
(metal) and Ericsson (iron-clad Monitor). 
It also seems worthy of note that more 
recently we have had the following:

On page 88—Sound & Number: The 
Law of Destiny & Design, by Mabel L. 
Ahmad (publisher David McKay Co., Phil- 
adelphia), the magic square described in 
(a) above, is mentioned as the Holy Square 
of three: as a symbolism of “Eve” as a rib 
of “Adam.” 

p. 89—“Thus, the number of the 
female principle forms one 
of the ribs of the male, or 
“Eve”’—“15” 4s a rib of 
“ Adam’ —“45.” 
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Because of my notes on the lack of 
numbers of the other magic squares, relat- 
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ing to cach planet (Westcott only gives the 
numbers of the magic square of Mars), I 
found that two authorities differed on the 
square of Saturn. I hope therefore you 
will be able to arrive at some explanation 
and inform me. 

As I now have the numbers of the magic 
squares, 3, 4 and 5, I wonder if you can 
help me to locate the numbers of the other 
squares, 6, 7, 8, and 9. Is there any au- 
thority you can suggest to teach the mean- 
ing of these lines or columns of numbers 
in each of the squares? Knowledge of the 
hidden meaning as they appear in their 
proper places would assist me with relation 
to my studies, and practical experiments 
with the “Mysteries of Sound and -Num- 
ber,” as advanced in a book by that name 
by Sheikd Habeeb Ahmad. This idea of 
sound and number relates to the constant 
individual and orderly planetary influence 
of number upon every person, place or 
thing in existence. As every thing, person 
and place has a name, its sounds are equiv- 
alent to numbers; these total numbers are 
reduced to single digits 1 to 9. Every four 
minutes of the day a certain planet, to 
which is attributed a certasm number, ex- 
erts its influence upon that certain place, 
thing, or human, whose name-number is 
harmonious with that of the planet’s. 

The order in which the planets exert 
their influence and their numbers are—Sun 
1 and 4; Venus 6; Mercury 5; Moon 7 
and 2; Saturn 8; Jupiter 3; Mars 9. This 
rotation is orderly and constant and never 
ending.

To the Editor: 

I am glad to know that Mr. Podolak 
is doing some research on the occult sig- 
nificance of Magic Squares. The whole 
subject is most fascinating. I did a con- 
siderable amount of investigation some 
years ago. The matter, however, needs 
much time and care, for in some of the 
old medizval manuscripts it is a common 
practice to insert one or two figures in the 
wrong place, so that if the student is not 
on guard, or does not know the funda- 
mental principles on which these squares 
are made, much time and effort can be 
lest in fimding the right positions for the 


numbers. One finds this method of baffling 
students also in various books of the Kab- 
balah, where in certain sequences, Venus 
is put in place of Mars, etc. 

I found out some years ago that there is 
a good deal of evidence to bear out Mr, 
Podolak’s statement that the Magic Square 
in Diirer’s picture might have been as- 
signed by some people to Jupiter and not 
to Saturn, e.g., the Book of Talismans 
by the Pavitts, Diagram 139, shows an 
amulet with the words Elohim, Elohi, at 
the top, and a Magic Square underneath, 
which the Pavitts assign to Jupiter. This 
is not quite the same formation as that 
given by Diirer, and this in itself may be 
very baffling to Mr. Podolak, if he is try- 
ing to discover the meanings of the num- 
bers in any particular line or position, 
The figures are:

The principle then of square roots is 
major one in all matters pertaining to 
magic squares and will give clue after clue 
to those who dig. 

If Magic Squares are set down on 
squared paper, one should start at Number 
1 and draw a line to Number 2, and then 
to Number 3 and so on. Yot will find in 
this way that there is a basic pattern 
which, when followed, gives you the correct 
geometrical position for each figure one 
after the other. There is an angle of repe- 
tition and a basic design which repeats, 
hence one does not necessarily have. to 
check figures, but rather design. Claude 
Bragdon in his Projective Ornament re- 
veals some exquisitely beautiful patterns

. The sequence of planets, such as Mr.

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signment of numbers, however, is that 
given by the old Kabbalists, and it is 
because this differs from what Wynn West- 
cott calls the “Egyptian assignment” that 
the whole question of the esoteric meaning 
of numbers has become so involved. The 
unsatisfactory part about the Egyptian 
system is that there seems no place for 
numbers one and two, but the square of 
1 is always 1 and the square of two being 
4 makes no Magic Square.

MOON CYCLE 


Those familiar with our Mother’s Birth- 
date System for calculating horoscopes, 
will more readily understand the method 
by which we arrive at the angles charted 
on the following page, relative to Hitler’s 
progressed Moon Cycle. 

The theory of the Mother’s Birthdate is 
that the progressed Moon as the focus of 
consciousness at the time of a child’s birth 
determines the hereditary pattern of the 
child, and is therefore used as the key te 
the house cusps of the child’s horoscope. 
For this purpose the progressed Moon of 
the mother is considered as determining 
the degree on the midheaven. 

Carrying this theory thru-to its logical * 
conclusion, the same method may be used 
to arrive at the horoscope of any major 
venture, business or otherwise, which any 
person may have commenced at a given 
time. That is to say, the chart of such a 
venture may be arrived at by placing the 
progressed Moon of its founder or orig- 
inator on the midheaven at the time of 
the commencement of the enterprise. The 
net result is to arrive at a horoscope which 
we call a “moon cycle chart,” which always 
has the progressed Moon of the individual 
on the midheaven and which therefore 
progresses as the progressed Moon moves 
approximately 1° per month. 

The diagram on the opposite page is 
therefore a graphic representation of a con- 
tinuous series of these moon cycle charts 
for Hitler, commencing with Munich in 
1938 up to his progressed full moon Jan- 
uary, 1943, shown on this chart with his 
progressed sun conjunct 4th cusp of the 
moon cycle chart. 
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It may be noted that this diagram gives 
quite an accurate picture of Hitler’s career 
since Munich. and it may be reasonably 
considered as likewise applicable to the im- 
mediate future. It will be noted that dur- 
ing his period of uninterrupted conquest, 
his progressed Jupiter was approaching his 
Moon cycle ascendant, complete in June, 
1940, at which time it is generally con- 
ceded that he had reached the peak of his 
career with the capitulation of France. 
Since that time there has been in evidence 
considerable indecision and uncertainty as 
to plans, and increasing opposition, in 
marked contrast to his quick and decisive 
movements prior thereto, notwithstanding 
minor victories here and there. 

In September, 1941 he definitely enters 
a new phase with the progression of his 
Moon into Sagittarius, which brings Ge- 
mini to the 4th Cusp of the cycle chart 
contacting his natal and progressed Nep- 
tune and Pluto. Two months later, No- 
vember, 1941, Aquarius rises to the cycle 
ascendant, bringing Leo to the cusp of his 
7th, at which time he enters a period 
wherein his natal and progressed Saturn 
dominates his 7th house affairs, that is to 
say his field of conquest. This culminates 
with the progression of his natal and prog- 
ressed Saturn to the 7th cusp of the cycle 
chart in May and July, 1942, respectively. 
He who finds Saturn on the cusp of his 
7th house, therein meets his fate. Insofar 
as Hitler is concerned, astrological students 
may draw their own conclusions. Shall we 
say— “What must be, shall be.”

But when 
the moon was dark the men worked furi- 
ously putting the shingles on the walls and 
on the roof. 

“When Lydia Dixon walked by our 
house on her way to town, she stopped 
to look at the house. ‘That’s the best 
layin’ board roof I ever saw, she said. © 
‘How did you get your boards to lay down 
like that?’ 

“‘Tydia, we put ’em on in the dark of 
the moon,’ my father said. 

Lydia laughed. 

“‘No use for you to laugh, Lydia, my 
father answered. ‘Look what happened to 
your roof. This roof will be good for 
seventy-five years. Itdl be here when you 
and I will be under the ground. And I'll 
wager the boards won’t be curled up at 
the ends either. They'll be just like they 
are now—flat as pancakes.’” 

“The Wise Men of the East” would call 
the above sheer superstition. There is in 
fact no logical reason that we can think of 
why it should be considered otherwise— 


-yet we are consistently confronted with 


the fact that traditional methods similar — 
to that described above are sound in prac- 
ice. They do consistently produce the re- — 
sults attributed to them. On the record 
of generations of experience we are com- 
pelled to admit them as practical possibili- 
ties, let the reason therefore be what it 
may. 

The same applies to the time honored 
rule that what grows above the ground 
should be planted when the moon is in 
an air sign and what grows below the 
ground should be planted when the moon 
is in a water (or earth) sign. We know © 
from experience that potatoes planted when 
the moon was in Gemini produced all vines 
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the same seed planted in the same patch 
on the next day when the moon was in 
Cancer, produced an excellent crop but 
with undersized, very indifferent looking 
vines. 

We do not know why this’should be so, 
but — not being a scientifically “trained 
thinker” and not having any reputation 
for omniscience to uphold, we forebear to 
snort in derision at a fact we do not 
understand. 


SHADOWS 


Attention has been called by various 
astrologers to the astrological correlation 
between the present crisis in American af- 
fairs and the periods of the American Rev- 
olution and the Civil War. Uranus in 
Gemini is the common denominator of the 
three periods of stress. Neptune’s current 
return to its natal degree in the United 
States chart adds a second emphasis, but 
the solar eclipse, conjunct both transiting 
and radical Neptune, in September, 1941 
presents a third parallel which should not 
be overlooked in any consideration of 
present and future trends. 

Solar eclipses fall across the Pisces- 
Virgo axis approximately every nine and 
one half years, and it is true that every 
solar eclipse in either of these signs has a 
special Neptunian significance as far as the 
United States is concerned, for all stim- 
ulate this planet in the chart of our nation. 
But only twice before in our history has 
both transiting and radical Neptune been 
_ involved by conjunction or opposition in 

-the eclipse series—1773-75 and 1857-59. - 

Both these periods coincided with events 
which contributed directly to the subse- 
quent wars. And the circumstances in 
both cases were repercussions of the condi- 
tions set up under the previous Pisces- 
Virgo eclipses, which also involved transit- 
ing Neptune, but were out of orb with our 
radical Neptune. 

Contrary to history as it is taught in our 
public schools, wars are not waged for 
ideals alone. An economic reason is always 
present and is usually the main issue if the 
facts are sifted finely enough. Neptune 
is the planet of inflation, over-expansion 
and also of consequent depression, and 


stimulations of this planet have preceded 
every war in which this country has taken 
part. 

The “preparatory” series of Pisces-Virgo 
solar eclipses of 1764-65 laid the major 
foundation of the American Revolution. 
The hated Molasses, Sugar and Embargo 
Acts were passed during these years—acts 
that led to the embargos during the fol- 
lowing series which were directly responsi- 
ble for the Revolution. 

On September 16, 1773, the “important” 
series began with a solar eclipse in 23+ 
Virgo, conjunct Neptune. Soon after Mars 
squared the eclipse point in December, 
Boston gave its “Tea Party.” The solar 
eclipse of March 11, 1774, preceded the 
passing of the bill on March 31st, closing 
the port of Boston—the “Intolerable Acts 
Bill.” A second solar eclipse in Virgo oc- 
curred on September 5, 1774—just one 
day after the First Continental Congress 
met. The second Pisces eclipse occurred 
on March 1, 1775. Nothing of moment 
happened immediately; Mars was retro- 
grade and Mercury turned retrograde later 
in March, but events moved swiftly after 
these planets began direct motion on April 
6th and 7th, for by the 18th, the “shot 
heard round the world” had been fired at 
Lexington. 

The next preliminary series (1848-49) 
saw the California gold rush which was 
responsible for the inflation of credit and 
over-expansion that set the stage for the 
Panic of 1857-59. The opening of the 
west by rail reverberated on the slave issue 
and these years saw the beginning of the 
legislation on slavery in the territories— 
the major issue of the Civil War. 

On September 17, 1857, the solar eclipse 
in 24 Virgo occurred opposition Neptune. 
The financial panic of the next two years 
was due for the most part to the failure 
on August 24th of the Ohio Life and Trust 
Company, and the’ slave issue was brought 
to a boil by the acts of the Lecompton 
Constitutional Convention, called on Sep- 
tenrber 5th—both events occurring just 
prior to the eclipse. The Pisces eclipse 
on March 15, 1858, was followed by the 
passage of the bil for admittance of. Kan- 
sas under the. Lecompton Constitution by 
the. Senate. Seemingly minor develop- 
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ments coincided with the second Virgo 
eclipse on September 7, 1858, although one 
of these—the Lincoln-Douglas debates— 
was to have far reaching influence. But 
the genuine import of this eclipse series 
did not begin to show its true color until 
Mars transited the eclipse point (on natal 
Neptune) for the second time—on October 
17, 1859—one day after John Brown’s 
raid at Harper’s Ferry. 

The preliminary series to our present 
eclipses began in September, 1932—two 
months before President Roosevelt’s elec- 
tion. Inflation and depression have trav- 
eled hand in hand since that year. It 
should be noted that the eclipses of March 
and September, 1941, and the coming 
eclipse of March, 1942, are more closely 
allied to those of 1773-75 than to the series 
preceding the Civil War. Historically, a 
European war contributes to our inflation- 
ary measures, and a great part of the pop- 
ulation favors: appeasement: in both -cases. 
(One third of the American people re- 
mained Tories throughout the Revolution.) 
Astrologically, the parallel is supplied by 
the fact that the North Node and Neptune 
are transiting Virgo now as in 1773-75. 
Therefore, the natural deduction is that 
momentous events will follow the eclipses 
more speedily than in the case of the Civil 
War—and such has already proven true. 

President Roosevelt sent the seven bil- 
lion dollar aid bill to Congress on March 
12, 1941—one day before the lunar eclipse 


» in 22:31 Virgo on March 13th. Labor 


troubles on defense projects began to 
mount to. serious proportions as Mars 
transited Pisces in May and June. The 
ousting of the German consuls on June 
16th came just three days before Mars 
reached the eclipse point. September in- 
creases the tension; financial and labor 
developments, plus legislation dealing with 
foreign issues, will probably grow apace, 
particularly during the first week of the 
month and from September 20th to Octo- 
ber 5th, when Jupiter will be stationary 
on natal Mars and just short of the exact 
square. to. the March, 1941, eclipse. 


However, if the parallel to the Revolu- 


tionary period continues to fall into the 
previous pattern, March and April, 1942, 
are the real danger points, when direct 










action may follow on the heels of a foreign 
aggression act. For the Pisces solar eclipse 
occurs on March 16, 1942, and Mars squares 
the eclipse point on April 19, 1942—+the 
167th anniversary of the Battle of Lexing- 
ton. Nor should we discount the fact that 
these same Pisces-Virgo eclipses are occur- 
ring on the horizontal axis of the Presi- 
dent’s chart—with Mars making the square 
from the Chief Executive’s midheaven. 

The United States is not the only coun- 
try to feel the effects of this eclipse series, 
nor is President Roosevelt the only leader 
whose chart receives special stimulation. 

Japan also is singled out by the contacts 
between these eclipses and points in the 
chart of the nation and of Emperor Hiro- 
hito. The preliminary series of 1932-33 
started Japan off on her “expansion” pro- 
gram, the puppet state of Manchukuo be- 
ing proclaimed during the month of the 
first Pisces eclipse in March, 1932, and the 
province of Jehol being added to the Jap- 
anese fold one month before the second 
Pisces eclipse in March, 1933. These 
eclipses fall on the 11th house Mars in the 
chart of the Japanese Constitution, stimu- 
lating the energy and will to gain objec- 
tives by warlike methods, if. necessary. 

It is the 9th house Moon in the Em- 
peror’s chart which receives the impact, 
yet the natal afflictions to this light from 
Uranus and Neptune would lead one to 
believe that the Emperor is confused in his 
understanding of the foreign situation or ” 
else that he is a leader in circumstances 
beyond his control. 

Although Japan’s movements have been 
activated by the. Pisces’ rather than by 
Virgo eclipses, September, 1941, may well 
be the exception, for Japan is in the direct 
line of the path of this eclipse*. In any 
case, developments relating to the Em- 
peror’s hold over the government as this. 
affects foreign affairs may be expected this 
month. And another march forward in — 
Japan’s Asiatic program is probable now _ 
and near the time of the Pisces eclipse 
next March. 

Mussolini’s chart and that of the King~_ 
dom of Italy also come under heavy vibra~

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Mussolini came into power in Oc- 
tober, 1922, one month after a Virgo 
eclipse near his 10th house Uranus. Dur- 
ing the 1932-33 series, he reorganized the 
- government, adding to his personal power 
by taking over five portfolios to himself. 
September, 1941, and March, 1942, may 
see new sweeping changes in the Italian 
government, affecting the masses of the 
people, for these Pisces eclipses fall on the 
Sun, Mercury, Neptune and midheaven 
of the chart of the Kingdom of Italy. 
Marshal Petain is another world figure 
whose chart is particularly stimulated by 
the eclipse of September 20, 1941, and 
that of March, 1942. The former falls 
near his solar 6th house of health in oppo- 
sition to his natal Jupiter and Neptune.

Jon Slater 


To Jon Slater, a Swedish draper in 
business in France, an astrologer said in 
1799: “Your life is associated with lead. 
Lead will lead you to good fortune and 
prosperity. Acquire much lead.” It was 
difficult for Slater to foresee any possible 
connection between himself and the metal 
but he decided to do as he had been told. 
He sold out much of his reserve stock and 
replaced the space in his warehouse with 
bars, stipes, balls and objects of lead. 
Nothing happened. His drapery business 
did not do as well as formerly and here he 
was straddled with tons of lead when he 
needed fresh bolts of cloth to revive his 
business. Slater, despondent, revisited the 
astrologer and was again told that in time 
lead would lead him to fortune. On his 
wife’s urgings, Slater sold a share of his 
now almost worthless drapery and invested 
the money in more lead until his ware- 
house bulged. It was now 1804, and Na- 
poleon ascended as Emperor and prepared 
for a great campaign against the Russians 
and Austrians. His agents searched Eu- 
rope for war metals, including lead, and 
finding Slater’s horde, offered the Swede 
almost three times as much as he had paid 
for it. Slater was wealthy for life.

De Cuyda 


Falling very far short of the work of 
such men as Rembrandt, Titian, da Vinci, 
etc., the paintings of Marie Lope Alvarez 
de Cuyda have not come down to posterity. . 
It is, however, very probable that this 15th 
Century painter earned far more in his 
short lifetime than all the great geniuses 
of his own time and the next hundred years 
combined. De Cuyda was born about 
1471 but lost both parents early. His care 
was then undertaken by an uncle, an astrol- 
oger, who watched the maneuvers of the 
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planets very closely on behalf ef his young 
nephew. At twenty-three, de Cuyda could 
paint well enough to term himself profes- 
sional and he turned to his uncle to sug- 
gest his subjects to him. Astrological 
studies showed that it would be wise for 
the young man to paint battle scenes with 
the Spaniards triumphant over the Moors. 
De Cuyda did so and sold his canvases al- 
most as fast as his brush could complete 
them at prices almost unheard of in that 
day. When de Cuyda was thirty-one, his 
uncle said: “Now, paint scenes showing 
the conversion of the Moors,” and again 
de Cuyda obeyed to the glory of his purse. 
He died in 1508, slain in a duel over a 
young lady of station whom his uncle had 
begged him to avoid.

Prussian Cavalrymen 


The life of a Prussian cavalryman as 
eften as not depended on his horse, and in 
the earlier years of the 18th Century, 
these soldiers engaged astrologers to pre- 
pare charts showing on what days it might 
be favorable to ride a particular mount, en- 
ter battle astride it and not have the beast 
shot from beneath one’s legs. Those who 
could afford to, naturally maintained sev- 
eral mounts to provide for circumstances.

On occasion the astrologer was 
also awarded honorary military rank.

In Eastern Russia 

In eastern Russia, especially along the 
Urals, no man would have his hair cut 
without first consulting the family astrolo- 
ger.

Meat was 
slaughtered here only after the astrologer 
or “star-priest,” as he was called, had cast 
the animal’s horoscope. The birth of a 
baby was not announced to the community 
or even to relatives outside the immediate 
household until the star-priest had set the 
right day, and occasionally the child was 
already a year old when the announce- 
ment was made.

N.. infrequently women are heard to 
remark, “I’m a gypsy at heart.

By no stretch of the imagination 
can there be any real talismanic value at- 
tached to articles of ornament such as are 
sold for jewelry today, made as it is of 
imitation, synthetic and plastic materials.

Sardonyx 


Sardonyx is a beautiful agate quartz of - 
a brownish color with layers of red and 
milkish blue white. The Burmese believed ~ 
that spirits, good and bad, dwelt in sard- 
onyx, and to appease these spirits they, 
made offerings of blood so that the spirits 
in the stone ‘would not consume them. 

People of Virgo are great wasters of 
effort, making many motions that avail 
them nothing either from a physical or 
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mental standpoint. Sardonyx has long 
been associated with conservation and is 
believed to impart to its wearers the ability 
to accomplish results with a minimum of 
effort. 

. Virgo people-do not attain success and 
happiness unless they avoid disputes of all 
kinds, so they should wear sardonyx, which 
promotes tranquillity and the habit of 
speaking gently. These people are prone 
to find fault and nag, and the wearing of 
sardonyx has a tendency to overcome this 
fault because it confers on its wearers a 
genuine love of their friends. 


_ Jasper 

Jasper, which forms the Imperial Seal 
of China; is a clear dark green. Of all 
the stones to which the ancients attrib- 
uted medicinal power, the jasper ranks 
foremost when set in a ring of silver. 

The use of jewels to cure disease, both 
of the body and the fruits of the earth, was 
common among the early Christians. In 
the beginning of his reformation, Constan- 
tine had allowed the heathens to use gems 
by way of remedy for bodily distempers, 
and to prevent storms of rain and hail 
from injuring ripe fruits. This appeared in 
the very law where he condemns other 
sorts of magic to be punishable by death. 
St. Chrysostom, St. Basil and Epiphanius 
preached against the use of charms of any 
kind, which indicates that this belief of 
trying to cure disease without medicine, 
was deeply ‘rooted in the hearts of many 
Christians. 

In addition to its medicinal properties, 
jasper is reputed to overcome and beat 
down the power of false doctrines. It 
should be used by Virgo people who are 
analytical in the extreme and who are most 
often found in professions and businesses 
where this characteristic of jasper (the 
. separation of the true and false) is of great 
advantage. 

People born under the planet Mercury 
are apt to accept others at their face value 
rather than to attempt to discover their 
true merit, and jasper, which guards its 
wearers from deception, prevents their 
being imposed upon by unscrupulous per- 
sons. Mercury people are frequently found 
in positions of confidence and trust and 


the wearing of jasper is emblematic of un 
sullied reputation and betokens good re- 
port among men. 


Sapphire 


Sapphire has been considered a cure for 
the blues on the theory that “like cures 
like.” Virgo people are inclined to be 
unhappy when alone, -so the sapphire 
should be worn to supply the beauty nec- 
essary to transport them out of them- 
selves. 

As these people are very exacting and 
critical of the qualifications of other$, they 
need the influence of the sapphire, which 
inclines to politeness and tactfulness in 
dealing with people. 

Sapphire is the emblem of chastity and 
continence. In the 12th century, during 
the time of the Bishop of Rennes, the sap- 
phire was beginning to be regarded as the 
most appropriate jewel for ecclesiastical 
rings. The Roman Catholic Church has 
such regard for the ancient tradition that 
a Cardinal is invariably presented with a 
sapphire ring on his investiture (taking 
the purple). 

One of the early examples of the use 
of sapphires jn religious symbols is the 
cross, which was attached to the crown of 
the Gothic king, Reccesvinchus, 649 to 
672 A. D. The cross was of heavy gold 
set with six large polished sapphires with 
three pear shaped sapphires pendant. 

Sapphire is symbolic of truth and spir- 
itual security. These Virgo people need to 
acknowledge that a higher Power has en- 
dowed them with their wonderful natures 
in order to attain complete happiness. 


Carnelian 


Carnelian combined with crystal makes 
a most effective necklace and imparts to 
its owner a clear, concise conception of 
her obligations. Worn as a ring, carnelian 
endows its wearers with unusual skill in 
the manual arts. 

It was believed that carnelian dis- 
pelled spite, and quarrels dissolved them- 
selves on the approach of anyone wearing 
this gem. Those born under the influence 
of Mercury have a tendency to overesti- 
mate their own perfections and virtues, 
thus creating spiteful enmities among theif 
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close associates. The wearing of carnelian 
should eliminate the inevitable chaos 
aroused by this characteristic. 

Virgo people are very orderly and neat, 
and desirous of harmony in their affairs. 
In order to assure themselves order and 
harmony, even unto the next generation, 
they should follow the example of the 
ancients who designated their heirs, not by 
virtue of birth, but by the gift of their 
carved carnelian signet ring to their chosen 
successor. This successor was chosen to 
insure the continuation of neatness and 
dispatch in the management of their 


property. 
Jade 


Jade immunizes the wearer from suffer- 
ing due to heat or cold, hunger or thirst. 
As the people of Virgo often have imag- 
inary ailments, except’ those that come 
from overindulgence of their appetites, this 
waxy green jewel should always be part 
of their attire. 

When natives of Virgo marry, it should 
always be to his or her equal in social posi- 
tion and intellectual attainment. The ex- 
changing of a gift of jade is symbolic of 
harmony and happiness in marital rela- 
tions. Chinese tradition assures us that 
jade given by the bridegroom to a bride 
insures the birth of a male child. When 
so given and subsequently worn by the 
wife, jade is of great aid in parturition. 

When worn by a child, jade is believed 
to protect it from the dangers of infantile 
diseases. When carried by youths where 
they can constantly contact it, jade keeps 
them close to the good things of nature. 

Virgo people enjoy accumulating money 
more than spending it. Jade denotes an 
abundance of riches for life’s enjoyment, 
so the wearing of this jewel creates a sense 
of proportion in the spending and saving 
of money. 


Chalcedony 

Chalcedony, suggestive of the “milky 
way,” that indistinct path-across the heav- 
ens composed of millions of distant stars, 
renders one safe an his travels. Both men 
and women of Virgo are fond of travel 
and enjoy following the climate most to 
their liking, so for comfort and protec- 


tion they should wear this jewel on their 
journeys. 

As Mercury people over-emphasize triv- 
ialities, chalcedony, indicating the wide ex- 
pense of the firmament, should tend to 
overcome this pettiness and lead to a 
broad constructive outlook. These people 
seek to improve conditions and go to ex- 
tremes in their efforts. They need the 
gift of meditation that chalcedony confers 
on its wearers to restrain them from re- 
grettable mistakes of judgment. 


Chrysoprase 


Chrysoprase, with its pale, soft green 
texture, recalls the first verdure of Spring 
and, like early Spring, symbolizes hope. 


Virgo people are inclined to improve~ 


previously developed ideas rather than 
create their own, therefore chrysoprase, 
denoting perseverance and fulfillment, 


should help toward the final satisfactory — 


completion of their chosen tasks. Mer- 
curial people should strive for originality 
and individuality, and by wearing this 
jewel, which develops imagination, it is 
possible to overcome this weakness in their 
makeup. 

Virgo women make excellent and faith- 
ful wives, but Virgo men may be extremely 
irresponsible in affairs of the heart. Chryso- 
prase grows pale and fades if worn by one 
whose affections are scattered, so the gift 
of this jewel to a Virgo man has a steady- 
ing affect. 


Hematite 


Hematite was the stone used by the 
early Assyrians and Babylonians for sig- 
net seals which were made in cylindrical 
form and used in much the same way that 
a modern printer uses a roller to ink his 
type. Great talismanic value was placed 
in the carved hematite seals, which were 
believed beneficial not only to the wearer 
but were believed to convey the beneficial 
influence to anyone to whom a wax im- 
pression of the signet was sent. 

Hematite was the mineral dedicated to 
Mercury by the Greeks, and when worn 


by people under this sign, its influence is 3 


as far reaching as the distance at which 
it can be seen. The influence of Mercury 
for good is most powerfully felt on Wednes- 
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day, therefore hematite is particularly pro- 
pitious to its wearers on that day. 

To anyene born under the sign ef Virgo, 
to dream of hematite is said to indicate the 
acquisition ef riches, but to one born under 
any other sign,.to dream -of this gem indi- 
cates distressing news. 


Pearl 


Members of Persian nobility habitually 
wore a large single pearl pendant in the 
right ear. Virgo women, who lack the 
courage to be individual in their dress, 
would do well to cultivate such a distinct 
style, as it is not only becoming but was 
believed by the Persians to mark the wear- 
ers as chaste and sanctified. 

In early Athens, a favorite setting for 
the pearl was a tiny bell of gold or silver 
with the jewel for the clapper. The bell 


was worn on the ear, the neck, the wrist 
or the finger, and by its tinkling, drove 
away temptation and indicated the purity 
of thought of the wearer. 

People born during this month are in- 


clined to excessive perspiration and early 
alchemists recommended the wearing of 
pearls as a deodorant. 


Turquoise 


Turquoise, to be most effective in its 
beneficial properties, must be perfect, 
neither cracked nor chipped. As long as 
its color is blue rather than greenish blue 
or gray, the wearers. born under Virgo 
can depend upon its benefits for good. 

Since earliest antiquity, the virtue of 
preventing falls has been attached to tur- 
quoise. There is a story told of the Jester 
of the Court of Emperor Charles V who, 
when questioned about the powers of tur- 
quoise to prevent injury from falls, replied, 
“Tf you should happen to fall from a high 
tower whilst wearing a turquoise, the gem 
will remain unbroken, but for you—I can- 
not say!” 

The Persians mounted their turquoise 
in gold to prevent injury from falls; but 
the Egyptians mounted their turquoise in 
rings of silver to aid and preserve the eye- 
- sight in cases of cataract. The Arabs val- 
ued the turquoise for its many reputed 
talismanic qualities and set large pieces in 
rings of plated tin. 


The people of Virgo need to wear tur- 
quoise to overcome their self-consciousness, 
This jewel has the quality of developing 
forethought and eternal vigilance. These 
people are only self-conscious because they 
do not give enough advance thought te. 
their actions and therefore are lacking in 


poise. 
Agate 


Agate formed. the. betrothal ring of the. 
Virgin, which is now preserved in the 
Cathedral of Perugia. Those women born 
in Virgo who anticipate the arrival of a 
child should wear agate, as it is believed 
that the charitable virtues of the Christ 
Child will be embodied in the child whose 
mother thus emulates the Virgin. 

Virgo people, with their analytical, in- 
tuitive minds, make capable lawyers, cru- 
sading public speakers, fine professors and 
teachers. They should wear agate, which 
gives the pleader persuasive art to move 
and touch his hearers. Men of Mercury 
should wear agate, as the possessor of this 
jewel is supposed to be most successful in 
obtaining the love of women. 

“Tf,” says Albertus Magnus, “you would 
avoid all dangers and overcome all earthly 
things and possess-a stout heart, take an 
agate. It causes danger and opposition 
to vanish and makes a man strong, agree- 
able and of good cheer.” 


Marcasite 


Marcasite, “the stone of the Incas,” was 
worn by the sovereigns of Peru as an 
amulet to bring good luck and ward off 
the evil demons attacking them in the se- 
cret recesses of their minds. Virgo people 
often suffer from mental demons created 
by their own over-abundance of imagina- 
tion, and inquisitive delving into the men- 
tal processes of others. They should wear 
marcasite, which protects them from the 
consequences of their secret fantasies. 

These. people are often very vain and 
egotistical, and marcasite possesses the 
property of letting them see themselves as 
others see them. The ancients polished 
one side of this stone to a shiny, smooth 
surface to serve as a mirror, believing that 
therein would appear their true image.

Charting the progressed Lunation Cycle 


W E have come now, in our study of 
the progressed Lunation cycle which ex- 
tends between successive conjunctions -of 
the progressed Moon and the progressed 
Sun, to a discussion of the meaning of the 
progressed Full Moon. The half of the 
Lunation cycle from the progressed New 
Moon to the progressed Full Moon has 
been described as the “hemicycle of in- 
stincts;” a period of impulsive release of 
energies on the basis of biological and so- 
cially inherited characteristics, a period of 
outgoing and activity. This is followed 


-after the progressed Full Moon by an 


“hemicycle of consciousness” during which 
the individual either reflects upon and 
assimilates the meaning of his past experi- 
ence, or especially in later years, may set- 
tle down into a general automatism of con- 
ventional behavior without creative spark 
or individualistic significance. 


The Progressed Full Moon 


This progressed Full Moon is the turn- 
ing point. The change, however, is rarely 
sudden as many factors may accelerate or 
delay it, and all real crises take time to 
work out. Thus the progressed Full Moon, 
in most cases, should not be considered 
as the indicator of a clear-cut “conversion” 
or revolution in the personal life, but as a 
high-tide period covering a number of 
months, perhaps years. At such a time a 
certain type of energies or behavior is seen 
to have run its course. It is a point of 
exhaustion as well as of fulfillment. As 
it is reached, the individual either is weary 
of his outgoings and his emotions or de- 
Sires, satiated perhaps with action; or else 
destiny writes an end to that chapter of his 
life and willy-nilly, a new phase must be- 
gin. We must draw inward and seek for 
Meaning, for understanding. He may have 
reached success, but that success is then

seen as a culmination which ends the pos- 
sibility of further advance. It is fullness 
or the weariness of satiety; in either case 
some kind of limits have been reached— 
a very important point to remember. 
However, the reaching of limits in terms 
of fulfillment does not mean only an end, 
it means also the beginning of life at a new 
level. A certain type of activity may have 
come to a close; but a new, potentially 
higher and transcendental type can and 
should begin. Man reaches biological ma- 
turity in his mid-thirties; but he does not 
die then. His body-organism may be said 
to progress no further. His biological 
and glandular energies begin to wane after 


*40. But his consciousness, his social use- 


fulness, his prestige, his spiritual or crea- 
tive power as an artist, scientist or states- 
man should then operate in an increasingly 
positive and compelling manner—until the 
brain itself crystallizes. 

The progressed Full Moon can» mark 
then a period of fulfillment and the first 
step toward true Illumination; a Revela- 
tion establishing a new order of activity. 
Thus it is said, in Buddhistic lore, that 
Gautama the Buddha was born, reached 
his great Illumination and died during a 
Full Moon; for the Buddha was a man 
who, having reached the perfection of so- 
cial and personal living (he was a great 
and handsome. Prince whose beautiful and 
loved wife had given him a son), turned 
his back against these various symbols of 
personal and social fulfillment in action, 
and sought for supreme understanding. 
The Buddha is thus the very symbol of 
the significance of the Full Moon. The. 
Full Moon contains im potency all the fu- 
ture development of consciousness that 
will follow during the waning period of 
the Lunation; just as the New Moon re- 
leases the germ of all the outgoing im- 
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pulses and activities which will unfold 
during the waxing half of the cycle. Yet, 
theoretically at least, the Full Moon 
brings only “potentiality;” a Vision per- 
haps, but one which remains to be de- 
veloped and made real throughout the 
waning period of the Lunation. 

It is evident, however, that—as I wrote 
in the preceding issue—the age of a per- 
son has much to do with the actual work- 
ings of this progressed Lunation pattern. 
For instance, Churchill—whose birth-chart 
was previously given—experienced a prog- 
ressed Full Moon at the age of about 
twenty-two and a half (April, 1897), and 
this did not put an end, even temporarily, 
to his life of action. He had served in 
the Army in India and 1898 found him in 
the Soudan with Lord Kitchener. In 1899 
he went as war correspondent in South 
Africa, was captured by the Boers, escaped 
and reached London as a hero, only to be 
elected in 1900 as member of the House 
of Commons. It might be said neverthe- 
less that his going to Africa led to circum- 
stances which transformed his life of ac- 
tivity and led him from war to politics, 
through journalism. It was also in 1896 
that he wrote his first book. 

In other words, the growth of deeper 
personal consciousness certainly need not 
mean the énd of outer action; but it 
should bring about a change in the qual- 
ity of that action. We are not dealing 
here with concrete events as much as with 
the basic things upon which a man 
focuses his attention. The experiences of 
a progressed Full Moon time can be ex- 
pected so to affect the personality as to 
bring about a deep inner transformation 
of the outlook on life. But, the change 
need not be immediate, outwardly speak- 
ing. 

In January, 1915, President Roosevelt 
had a progressed Full Moon. He was then 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy and he 
remained so until 1920. Action continued, 
_ but toward the last Quarter of the prog- 

ressed Lunation fate forced him to turn 
his attention away from outward action 
and he was stricken by illness (August, 
1921). 

An accident? Perhaps; but it may have 


been also the result of much deeper causes, 
subconscious or physiological. In 1918 
he contracted pneumonia. Who knows 
what his stay in France did to him? In 
1929 the progressed New Moon came, 
And in 1928 he had been elected Governor 
of New York State; the progressed Bal- 
samic Moon having occurred in 1926, 
probably corresponding to his definite re- 
turn to political life after recovery. 


Franz Liszt’s Lunation Cycle 


If we study the life of the famous pian- 
ist and composer, Franz Liszt, we find the 
pattern of the progressed Lunation operat- 
ing in a very significant manner. He was 
born in Hungary on October 22, 1811, 
probably with the very last degrees of Leo 
rising, his Sun in Libra and his Moon in 
Sagittarius. At the age of 9 he was al- 
ready an accomplished pianist and gave 
his first performance before the Prince 
Esterhazy for whom his father was work- 
ing. A few months later he had his first 
progressed Full Moon. In other words, he 
was born with the Moon waxing; thus, 
when his first progressed Full Moon came, 
whatever illumination and fulfillment there 
was could only be on the basis of tradi- 
tional and social achievements. He was_ 
then merely an expression of the highly 
aristocratic culture of his Hungarian and 
German ancestry and environment. It was 
not individualistic but racial fulfillment. 
Thereafter he had to gain progressively 
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the consciousness of his individual char- 
acter and destiny. 

In 1835-36, his first progressed New 
Moon came. He had lost his father, 
broken his ties with Hungary and became 
identified with the passionate Romanticism 
of the Parisian intelligenzia. Just after 
his progressed Balsamic Moon, he had met 
the Countess d’Agoult, from whom he had 
three children, one of whom later became 
Richard Wagner’s wife. He had listened 
to the great French humanitarian St. 
Simon. His mind was afire with the in- 
tense enthusiasm of the age. His true 
career began as he met in a concert duel 
the foremost pianist of the day, Thalberg, 
and was acclaimed greater than he. He 
also began then to compose in a really 
original style. 

The next progressed Full Moon came 
late in 1850. Since 1848 he had settled 
in Weimar, the most progressive center of 
German culture. His companion was then 
the Princess of Wittgenstein. He had 
given up the life of a pianist virtuoso and 
become the foremost orchestra conductor 
of the day. He had also reached a pin- 
nacle in his power as a composer, especial- 
ly in his series of “Tone-poems.” Through 
his fervent support of Wagner’s cause, he 
had gained further fame as the great cham- 
pion of all progressive music. This was 
the period of his greatest success and in- 
fluence as a musician, a creator and inter- 
preter. 

Yet, already his restless soul was be- 
coming weary of such a life, surfeited with 
personal glory. In 1858 he finally re- 
signed from his post in Weimar and after 
a period of great weariness and personal 
unhappiness he took the minor orders of 
the Catholic Church and became “Abbott 
Liszt”—a year before his second prog- 
tessed New Moon occurred (Summer, 
1866). The progressed Balsamic Moon 
had sealed his decision after his attempted 
Marriage to the Princess Wittgenstein had 

alled to materialize. Thus a new period of 
his life began. He devoted himself to 
teaching music to a host of young pianists 
and composers, without any charge what- 
Soever. He again gave concerts and com- 
posed works of greater sympathy and 


spiritual fervor. His last progressed Full 
Moon occurred in 1880. His influence as 
a teacher and inspirer reached its high 
mark; and he died in 1886. 


The Progressed Squares 


The progressed New and Full Moons 
are the most important turning points in 
the progressed Lunation cycle, but the 
squares (First and Last Quarters of the 
progressed Moon) mark also usually sig- 
nificant periods. They point to times of 
confrontation and often of sharp psycho- 
logical stress and strain. The type of 
crisis to be expected depends on whether 
it is a “First Quarter” or “Last Quarter.” 
In the former case, the tension affects es- 
pecially man’s eager outgoings and it 
often results in the formation of psycho- 
logical “blockages” or “complexes” as dif- 
ficult situations arise which the individual 
fails to meet “squarely,” or which impress 
him too deeply. At the time of the “Last 
Quarter,” a change of consciousness is 
more likely to happen, often conditioned 
by a strong emotional sense of frustration; 
that is, a breaking up of old points of view 
preparatory to the stirring up of new 
energies at the progressed Balsamic Moon. 

In the case of Liszt, the “First Quarter” 
of the earliest progressed Lunation cycle 
occurred at the age of 3, possibly showing 
the first spark of musical gift or his par- 
ents’ decision to push him along the line 
of musical development. The -succeeding 
“Last Quarter” (1828) was strongly 
marked. After his first great love—an 
unsuccessful one—he fell physically and 
psychologically ill. There is reason to be- 
lieve this set the pattern for much of his 
later emotional and religious life. 

In the next cycle, the “First Quarter” 
came at the time he broke away from the 
Countess d’Agoult and wrote the famous 
composition, so often performed, Liebe- 
straum. Interestingly enough, he then also 
went to pay a visit to the girl whom he 
had loved at the time of the preceding 
“Last Quarter” and whom he had not seen 
since. The “Last Quarter” of the second 
progressed Lunation saw him resigning 
from Weimar; it also witnessed a break of 
his friendship with Wagner (after Wag- 
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ner’s marriage with Cosima Liszt under 
rather stressful circumstances). His be- 
loved son, Daniel Liszt, died. A phase of 
his life was ending. He was in his 49th 
year. A new stream of consciousness was 
being born, leading to his taking Church 
orders. 

As a means to sum up the indications 
produced by the study of these basic 
Lunation aspects and to see in its entirety 
the pattern of the progressed Lunation 
cycles, I suggest to the thorough student 
of astrology that a complete charting of 
these Lunation cycles be made encom- 
passing the entire life of the individual 
whose chart is being considered. As an 
illustration, I shall take Franz Liszt’s 
chart and proceed as follows:

I believe that on the basis of sucha 
charting of the basic aspects of the prog 
ressed Lunation cycle—to which of cours 
one might add the trines—a very impor 
tant insight on the development of an it- 
dividual’s personality can be gained; at 
ways keeping in mind the distinction be 
tween the two halves of the cycle. Such 
an insight should be of particular value 
to the person whose chart is being studied, 
for it would help him or her to move with 
his or her own lunar tide and thus to givt 
a maximum of momentum to his or het 
activities, whether they be directed out 
ward or inward.

February will abound in old and new 
aspects. In the beginning [of the month] 
the Venus-Mercury conjunction will bring 
disturbances of the air, because, as seen 
before, and I speak here from experience, 
they have brought forth most of the con- 
trariety of Saturn and Mars, which proves 
their configuration is exceedingly disturb- 
ing; perchance this is also due to the fact 
that they (Venus and Mercury), having 
nearly the same path, separate slowly and 
prove to be ponderous in some measure. 
To be sure, thunderstorms may also oc- 
cur. From February 11th to 23rd there 
will be no calm (days). Thus, it will 
either snow a great deal, if the cold re- 
turns on the 11th with the square between 
Saturn and the Sun, or rain heavily, if, as 
I rather believe, the warmth continues. 


Thesis 54 


February had 21 aspects of six planets 
(there is almost no reason to include the 
lunar among the aspects as it is exceed- 
ingly speedy in movement. March has 
twenty (aspects), consequently the weather 
will be much more turbulent than hereto- 
fore, though this is contrary to its nature. 
During the first part of the month (there 
will be) thunderstorms because of the Sun 
Opposition - Mars, and although much 
(force) is detracted (from the aspect) by 
the latitude of Mars, on the other hand, 
Some power is added by the frequency of

I expect a normal April, warm at the 
beginning, on account of the biquintile of 
Mars and the Sun, with the rain of about 
two days before and after the full moon, 
because all the planets are configurated 
{at this time]. Nor will the rains cease 
from the 13th to the 16th. Thereafter, 
[it will be] warm, and by the 24th, owing 
to the trine of the Sun and Mars, (there 
will be) an excess (of heat) which will 
break out in thunderstorms. Toward the 
end of the month, showers ‘again. 

The weather will be unpleasant and sub- 
ject to thunderstorms during the first days 
of May due to the Venus-Mercury con- 
junction, unless the different latitude will 
weaken its [the aspect’s] power, which is 
not quite certain, inasmuch as not even 
the days [are certain] because the calcu- 
lation is still faulty. On the 10th, 11th 
and 12th, (there will be) cold rains and 
perhaps snows in mountainous regions, 
with the air unhealthy, yet when the sky 
is clear, one may also fear hoar-frost. 
Beautiful, mild, moist (weather) follows, 
for besides the old aspects, among the new

storms and showers will occur.

I ought to write about the summer and 
also whether the year itself or the Earth 
will be in its proper (usual) state this 
year. But inasmuch as the universal cause 
of the disposition of the years is unknown, 
if the astrological conjectures about a par- 
ticular year are erroneous because of such 
a great ignorance of the causes, I consider 
that they deserve forbearance. For they 
(the astrological conjectures) cannot be 
called useless, dealing as they do with a 
subject which is unquestionably of the 
greatest usefulness, if those conjectures 
which are hitherto hidden were brought 
out into the full light. And so I judge 
that the beginning of June will be hot 
and clear. After the full moon (there 
will be) dangerous disturbances, floods and 
frequent lightning. If the general disposi- 
tion of the Earth should be inclined to 
dryness, there should be no danger. On 
the contrary, if it should be inclined to 
humidity, there will be no lightning, but 
continuous and cold rains. The end of the 
month is divided, as it were, in continuous 
stages according to its aspects. There 
will be commotions. I should think it 
likely that the following month will be 
slightly colder, owing to much moisture, 
unless for that matter, the whole year 
1601 would be such. But if the year is 
universally inclined to dryness, the latter 
will be so much the greater during this 
month.

Because it has 18 aspects, the augury 
for July is similar and of like uncertainty. 
For although there are about 150 aspects 
every year, this year the greater number 
of them accumulate (culminate) in the 
summer half year. The Ist, 2nd, 5th and 
6th will be of moderate nature—windy, 
with showers. The 8th, rainy and cold; 
the 9th to 11th, breezy. The 12th, 13th 
and 14th are disturbed [influenced ad- 
versely] by the Venus-Mercury conjunc- 
tion which is now repeated for the fourth 
time during this year, and violent storms 
may ensue. The 18th, 19th and 21st are 
of mixed nature, with impending thunder 
and rain storms. Thereafter, it will be 


clear and very hot, for by the beginning 
of August, Jupiter and Mars will be in 
conjunction.

In August, at last (there will be) calm 
and heat. On the 5th, and likewise on the 
9th, rain; and by the 15th, cold rains with 
thunderstorms.

At the beginning of the month, Sep 
tember will be normal, rainy and foggy on 
the 11th and humid on the 15th and 17th, 
The 20th-is very adversely influenced by 
the Saturn-Mars conjunction. If preceded 
by warm weather, there will now be ter- 
rible storms. If.the year was generally 
humid, there will be heavy rains, with 
cold, and many fogs generally on these 
days. There will also be fog on the 27th, 
The other days will be normal.

There will be cold rains on the 5th of 
October. Otherwise, the weather this 
month will be of the nature incurred by 
the preceding September. For as I have 
often stated, great importance attaches to 
the (particular) kind of terrestrial dis 
position found in any month. The 3rd, 
9th and 27th will have violent rainstorms, 
with roaring winds and rain on the 28th 
and 29th, but I consider that warmth will 
prevail, although the nature of some winds 
may be most cold, according to the region 
[of their origin].

There will be the normal amount of hail 
storms in November, with stiff winds om 
the 5th. The 15th will be changeable and 
warm for. this season of the year, due to 
the sextile of Jupiter and Venus. The 
18th will have rain, but if clear, there will 
be the first frost, although it seems to mé 
that cold is not yet probable, for the com 
figuration of Jupiter, Mars and Venus t 
ward the end of the month makes some 
days still warm and showery, with winds; 
these (aspects) will occasionally bring cold 
weather in some localities.

The beginning of winter, December 3rd, 
will be a snowy and foggy day, though not 
very cold. From then onward, the aspects 
being quiescent, the weather will be clear, 
and as a result of this quiescence, only 
moderately cold. On the 15th, snow; no 
constant cold, but strong winds and pour- 
ing rains on the 19th. At Christmas time, 
there will be the sextile of Saturn and Mars 
which will increase the cold; after that the 
sextile of Venus and Mercury will cause 
more snow. 


Thesis 63 


I have omitted the configurations of the 
Moon with the other planets for the rea- 
son set forth above. However, for rea- 
sons also explained, one should not omit 
its ecliptic encounter with the Sun before 
the beginning of the year to come; nor 
the two ecliptic full moons (lunar eclipses) 
in opposite places of the sky; the one in 
17° 48’ Gemini, whose beginning will be 
on the 9th of December at 7 minutes past 
5 o’clock and the end at 33 minutes past 
8 o'clock, according to an observation car- 
ried out here at Prague which comes very 
close to the calculation of Tycho; and the 
other, on the 4th of June, 1602 in 13° 
32’ Sagittarius, whose beginning will be at 
8 minutes to 5 o’clock p. m. below the 
Earth. It will begin in full darkness and 
end at 6 minutes past 9. But the begin- 
ning of the solar eclipse on the 24th of 
December, as I calculated it, is at 17 min- 
utes past 1; the middle at 18 minutes to 
3 o'clock in 2° 53’ Capricorn, ten inches 
from the Septentrion. The Sun sets be- 
fore its end. This eclipse is very notice- 
able; therefore, if eclipses are capable of 
influencing anything, this (one) will have 
a great effect, especially in the Septentrion, 
where it also appears greatest. But I con- 
sider as unknown whether and in what 
way it will be effective in the year to come. 
For the rules of Ptolemy are uncertain and 
neither are they quite conformed to na- 
ture. In the year 1598 there was quite 
an extensive eclipse in Pisces; as the Sun 
came in the month of September to the 
antiscion-sign of Virgo, there were copious 
rains. In the year 1600, there was an 
eclipse in Cancer. As tne sun returns into 


Gemini and Cancer, the weather will be 
wet both at that time and all the summer 
following. May the professors of these 
subjects consider whether the reasoning 
proceeds in a right manner, if I reject the 
forecast from this eclipse for December, 
1602, and all that winter, and derive 
therefrom signs of great cold. Because if 
the eclipses obtain their power from the 
(particular) heavenly sign (admitting the 
influence of the eclipse, one has to admit 
also the influence of the sign), all three 
eclipses occur in aspects to Jupiter and 
Mars, wherefore they would portend ad- 
verse effects on natives of Jupiter, and 
warmth and harmful moistures, and thence 
impaired crops (natural products, etc.). 


Thesis 64 


On the 28th of November another Lunar 
eclipse will be seen by the occidentals, 
which, according to the calculation of 
Tycho, will begin here in Prague almost 
at the very moment when the Sun rises 
and the Moon sets. As this eclipse occurs 
below our horizon, as also does that Solar 
eclipse which will be seen on June 19th 
by the Occident, what use provoking tragic 
clamors about them? Surely those per- 
sons are ridiculous who consider it to be 
ominous that so many eclipses occur every 
year, as if four or five eclipses do not 
occur every year, if we consider all of the 
Earth’s circumference. But these persons 
deceive themselves in that Origanus, in his 
recently published Ephemerides, computed 
many (eclipses) occurring all over the orb, 
which others were not wont to do before 
him.* And because of this (method of 
computation) it happened that those tragic 


* David Origanus was born in Glatz, Bohe- 
mia, in 1558. His true family name, says 
Weidler, was Tost. He taught Greek and 
mathesis (mathematics or astrology) at the 
Academy in Francfort-on-the-Oder, where he 
also died in 1629. The ephemerides composed 
(compiled) by Origin (1595-1655) we men- 
tioned I.c., and more will be said about them 
in the book, “De motibus Stallae Martis.” At 
this place we will only note that the enumera- 
tion (listing) of the eclipses that are to occur 
in each year was given in the preface to the 
ephemerides (1599) in almost the same words 
as Kepler used in announcing his new attempt 
(undertaking). 
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vociferators never sensed these eclipses, 
(which occurred) under our horizon. Star- 
ing in vain for new (things) in the sky, 
they wonder what there is new in Origanus’ 
method.

Predictions as to crops are very uncer- 
tain, for as regards natural things, every- 
one knows about divine Providence; the 
_ crop depends partly on fortuitous causes, 
and partly on the aforementioned géneral 
disposition of the year, of which factors 
the first by its very nature cannot be fore- 
cast and the second is still being sought. 
But the “parts”* used by astrologers for 
grain, grapes, wine, (olive) oil, wheat and 
so forth, and also the dispositions of Jup- 
iter in a cardinal sign, are the vainest 
dreams. You ask why the wine-grapes 
did not grow well this year; it was be- 
cause it has been a cold and wet year. 
Anyone who was able to foresee this would 
have been ‘able to foresee the former (re- 
sult) from this alone. You also ask why 
the rest of the crop was rich in one place 
and poor in another; it was because some 
regions of the Earth were humid, owing 
to some internal and hitherto undisclosed 
disposition of the Earth as above discussed, 
and the summer (weather) was satisfac- 
torily clear; whereas elsewhere there was 
a dryness harmful to the fruits of the 
earth, which was also followed by an earth- 
quake. Sometimes the year is good (pro- 
ductive) indeed, but suddenly and in one 
day, damage is caused by hoar-frost in 
mountainous regions and by floods in low 
lying parts, and this spreads over some 
one tract, whither the wind is directed. 
And great importance attaches to the na- 
ture of the winds, which are exceedingly 
inconstant- in our regions. Thus, it is 
very stupid to seek causes for these events 
in the cardinal figures (signs) while we 
see obvious causes before our eyes. And 
lest I seem to be an upstart confusing the 
art, I appeal to the authority of Cardan 
and Tycho. 


Thesis 66 


I shall consider one cause, weather, since 
there is no certainty as yet regarding the

others. An early spring in southern parts 
causes a premature budding of the trees, 
and these still tender buds will be dam- 
aged by the arrival of an inclement March, 
In our climate there is usually nothing 
sprouting’ yet at that time on account of 
the usual cold and northern wind. The 
spring is favorable for the fruits of the 
earth, but there is danger on May 10th, 
11th and 12th, as already has been stated, 
June menaces the flowering grape-vines, 
for at this time and during the following 
July, damages will result at different places 
either from excessive moisture or hail 
storms. August, September and October 
seem to favor the grapes as long as they | 
remain on the branches, likewise the grain 
(crops). Nevertheless, there is danger 
around September 20th.

As regards illnesses, the fact that a dis- 
turbance of the air will entail a disturb- 
ance of our bodies as well, is doubtless 
universally known to the physicians. * Ac- 
cordingly, if a variable winter (in tempera- 
ture) is prognosticated, there will also be 
many illnesses, particularly in the begin- 
ning of March and May. If, however, the 
summer also seems to be unsettled, the 
following autumn will be very bad as a 
result of the conjunction of Saturn and 
Mars, with many autumnal illnesses and 
the plague at some place where the nox- 
ious wind will carry it, especially if one 
takes into consideration the eclipses in 
the manner set forth. In general, any 
days I have noted previously as being 
affected adversely by abundant aspects will 
also produce illnesses in susceptible per- 
sons, and be harder for those already ill. 
If however, some person is already con- 
fined by illness, or if some bad (diseased) 
fluids are already circulating in the body, 
then of course, one should no longer dis- 
regard the configurations of the Moon with 
the other planets, particularly with the 
Sun, as I did heretofore. For they (the 
lunar aspects) particularly dispose and 
move the fluids (a fact which is evidenced 
by that huge chaos of -fluids, the ocean), 
and I would not deny that it is useful to 
take this into consideration in practicing 
medicine. If possible, a doctor should use 
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great caution with a weakened patient 
when the moon is situated in a strong as- 
pect. For any aspect is a purgation of 
nature per se. And on the contrary, if 
strong purgations are needed, he should 
choose strong configurations. In fact, the 
whole matter of crises depends on the revo- 
lution of the Moon and (its) configuration 
with the (other) planets, and it is in vain 
that (the cause) is sought elsewhere.* 


Thesis 68 


If one grants the things I called above 
the foundation in regard to the harmony 
of the’ soul with the heavenly configura- 
tions, the astrologer has, in sooth, a say 
in political matters and in war. For with 
the strong aspects effective, any sort of 
minds are naturally active and cheerful at 
their work, and most of all, if the aspect 
is congenial with the considered individual 
as regards his horoscope. This sympathy, 
in the sense of the temperament of the 





body such as the heavens exert upon the. 


air, does not act both upon the tempera- 
ment of the body and upon the spirit; 
but, on the contrary, the spirit has sym- 
pathy per se to the heavens, because it 
has a resemblance (relationship) with the 
light and harmony, and afterwards it also 
transforms its body. Inasmuch as man 
is a sociable animal, minds unite in the 
greatest degree for public work (when) 
the rays of the planets associate geometri- 
cally in the heavens. However, the mat- 
ter can be treated so much better if the 
nativity of those who (to use a Tychonian 
expression) govern the public fates, tend 
to harmonize.

And it is certainly most foolish to look 
for particulars from this source** such as 
the curious seek to find in calendars (al- 
manacs). For that which I stated in the 
Meterology ought also to be held (true) 
here; from astrology one may demand

nothing more than some excess of impulse 
of the soul; what (excess of impulse) 
there is going to be in a given case de- 
pends upon the freest exercise of will in 
political statesmen, who are made in the 
image of God, not (being) offsprings of 
nature and other causes. Accordingly, 
whether there shall be peace or war in 
some region shall be determined by those 
who are versed in political affairs and who 
possess the faculty of prediction in a meas- 
ure no less than that of the astrologer. 
For politics too have their rules, so to 
speak, as well as the influence of the 
heavens. However, if there will be war 
in some region, then the souls (minds) of 
the soldiers and chiefs will be greatly pre- 
pared for stratagems, fights, battles, and 
other actions on the following days: Jan. 
12th, Feb. 5th, 14th, 24th; March 5th, 
14th; April 5th, 25th; May 4th, 12th, 
31st; June 9th, 21st; July 8th, 48th, 19th; 
Aug. Ist, 9th, 15th, 25th, 30th; Sept. 
20th, 27th; October 3rd; Nov. 5th, 18th, 
30th; Dec. 25th. For this has been proven 
by experience.

However, universal and perceptible or 
entirely new earthquakes seem not to be 
indicated by signs from the heavens in 
the fact that Saturn and Jupiter are not 
configurated (together) through the sky 
this year; but this is merely one and the 
most general cause and sign of great 
quakes. For in sublunar affairs there are 
in addition some other more particular and 
real things whose foresight does not right- 
fully concern the astrologer. Thus, con- 
sider that earthquake which last Septem- 
ber in 1601 greatly shook the country all 
along the Rhine and thg neighboring re- 
gions, for it is said that it was felt even in 
Insubria.* I state this not from astrology 
because an earthquake is not a thing per- 
taining to the stars, but from an examina- 
tion of the world and of the seasons, from 
which it is to be seen that movements of . 
armed men and minds usually follow earth- 
quakes.

There may be added mainly four (as-

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pects) which have special significance; the 
eclipse of the Sun in 3° Capricorn; the 
sextile of Saturn and the “stationary” 
Mars, which lasts almost throughout Jan- 
uary and February and returns in the 
month of June; the conjunction of Jupiter 
and Mars at the end of July, and the con- 
junction of Saturn and Mars in the month 
of September. Firstly, it is proven by 
experience that under these two conjunc- 
tions, souls (spirits) are generally stunned, 
frightened or aroused in the expectation of 
revolts—which facts, when converging on 
a great multitude of men at one and the 
same place, have great importance either 
for achievement or for destruction, as war 
experience shows. The disaster of Erlau 
took place in the year 1596 when Jupiter 
and Mars were in opposition; the massacre 
of St. Bartholomew when Saturn and Mars 
were in conjunction, likewise in Scorpio, in 
the year 1542.* 

In fact, I should consider it useful for 
the masters and rulers of the people to oc- 
cupy themselves in this regard.** Be- 
cause, for the ruling of the multitude (peo- 
ple), skill is necessary as well as a know- 
ledge of things that commonly excite the 
minds. Thus, if at any place they prefer 
to keep peace and quiet, or if an insurrec- 
tion may be feared, no meetings or as- 
semblies should be held in August or Sep- 
tember, and if any (are held), they should 
be dispersed and certainly, the causes ex- 
asperating the minds of the people should 
be speedily removed, or else the thought of 
the people should be changed by present- 
ing something new. However, if some 
bold action is to be undertaken which is 
to be carried out by causing fear, it should 
be done in August; but if the mind is also 
to be hardened for work, let it be (done 
in) September. Yet if the enemy should 
dare to try anything during these months, 
one should prevent frightening the minds 


*The city of Erlau was captured by the 
Turks in the year 1596. When the Archduke 
Maximilian wanted to recapture it, a great 
battle ensued. There were many people killed 
and his army had no success and retreated in 
disorder. The massacre’ of St. Bartholomew, 
the perfidious slaughter of the Huguenots at 
Paris, took place on the 17th of August, 1572.

In the second place, faith (in) and ee 
teem of a commander is a great strength 
to an army, for any victory depends on 
the driving force of the spirit. Yet if the 
commander is (held) in contempt on ac 
count of an affliction caused by his natal 
horoscope, this will contribute ‘though 
imagination to the danger of the army as 
well as to the chances of war. Accord. 
ingly, as the Venus-Mars conjunction oc 
curred in Poland at the rising (of the Sun), 
and the Solar eclipse was strongest in 
Muscovy (Russia) and Poland and there 
is war there already, I think that these 
indications portend a defeat in the war. 
If someone (some commander) will trans- 
mute this stimulation through his nativity, 
he will inflict defeat; but if peace is 
strengthened in the meantime, there is 
absolutely no danger from the heavens 
alone.

Thirdly, our fatherland is also affected 
by that conjunction already mentioned, for 
this is very spacious, not merely in the 
heavens, but certain sublunar causes have 
effect on some parts of it. For although 
the Sun shines on the universe and heats 
it, it (the Sun) still does not produce vege 
tables except where they are planted. And 
yet we expect, on account of an earth- 
quake, and a “genesis” and a Solar eclipse 
that pertains to the place of the Sun in 
Wales and Spain, something particular in 
Sweden, Switzerland, Northern Italy and 
neighboring Gaul.

I added the aforementioned sextile to 
the Jupiter-Mars conjunction because they 
have reference to the horoscopes of certain 
political persons. Thus, they will be oper- 
ative this year, whether fortunately or un- 
fortunately depends on the native’s will 
(next to God). However, the hot planet, 
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Mars, if it is not very strong, may affect 
nature as it moves along toward Virgo, and 
if, at the opposition to the Sun in March, 
it affects the nativity.

I know that from a conjunction of Jup- 
iter and Mars occurring in 17° Libra, the 
astrologers are wont to predict the death 
of some illustrious war leader, more par- 
ticularly if any (planet) occupies a par- 
ticular place (in Libra) in the horoscope. 
Lest this be turned into calumny, as if the 
heavens might be said to be turned to the 
destruction of men, it (such a prediction) 
should be explained differently. For the 
sense, in fact, is this: that just as this 
aspect is fiery per se and belongs to the 
famous planets, so likewise has experience 
proved it to be commonly found in illus- 
trious families. Yet as almost any com- 
motion (stimulation) of the body or spirit, 
or a transition to a new state, takes place 
when the heavens correspond to a horo- 
scope* it happens that some illustrious per- 
sons act under these aspects or similar 
(ones) ; for in such a multitude, some (per- 
sons) are indeed born under such (as- 
pects). But that stimulation, while it 
brings destruction to ill-disposed subjects, 
also elevates the stronger to great things 
by reason of age or gallantry; either of 
these conditions may take place in dif- 
ferent persons this year, but neither are 
absolutely necessary. 


Conclusion 


I had in view these theses which I 
thought to state and defend on physical 
grounds in regard to the fundamentals of 
astrology and the coming year 1602. If 
the professors of physics (natural history) 
consider them deserving of their considera- 
tion and communicate their objections to 
me for the sake of establishing the truth, 
if God gives (me) ability, I shall reply in 
the prognostic for the following year. To 
this controversy I invite all persons who 
are philosophizing in earnest. For it con- 
cerns the honor (glory) of God, the crea- 
tor, and the usefulness for the human race.

and to what extent is he able to confine 
himself to responsibilities of his own 
choosing and so achieve profitable partici- 
pation in the events around him? 


The Effective Astrological 
Technique 


The indications of an astrological horo- 
scope are so tremendously ramified that 
the average student is utterly unable to 
get any kind of a start in delineation. One 
very effective approach to the horoscope 
is to begin with definite problems out of 
the native’s life. Thus a question pre- 
sented to the astrologer can be identified 
in the form of one of the eight queries 
listed above, and the corresponding aspect 
can be taken through the chart and the 
problem solved according to the planets 
which provide the closest examples of the 
aspect in question. 

An even more effective development of 
technique is offered by Pythagorean astrol- 
ogy in the “pairing” of the planets. This 
was explained, and illustrated in great de- 
tail, through installments X and XI of the 
Science of the Ages, appearing in this mag- 
azine for November and December, 1940. 
Very briefly, the sun and moon constitute 
the department of life, Jupiter and Saturn 
the department of soul, Mars, Venus and 
Mercury the department of affairs, and 
Uranus, Neptune and Pluto the depart- 
ment of social relation. Any problem may 
be identified in terms of the department 
to which it belongs, and then the depart- 
mental situation in the given native’s life 
will be charted accurately by the two or 
three planets in question, according to their 
aspect relationship in the procedure now to 
be explained in following articles.

THE PLUTO ERA 


i. opening stages of Pluto’s Era, 
though drastic, resulted in new mediums 
of social and economic integration in 
America. In the Old World, however, la- 
bor (and all other human resource) was 
conscripted by sabre-rattling dictators to 
the end of building up a military Tower 
of Babel.e Liberty was scrapped! The in- 
dividual became regimented, mechanized. 
Voiceless, unanimous, anonymous, he was 
an incidental cog in a gigantic machine. 

Pluto co-rules Scorpio, the sign signify- 
ing sex, death, the forces of generation, 
degeneration, and finally, regeneration or 
“rebirth.” Its traditional symbols are the 
serpent and scorpion. The eagle, how- 
ever, symbolizes Scorpio’s most exalted po- 
tentials, and is a fitting symbol for Pluto; 
but in respect of their individual connota- 
tions, the ““Phoenix”—the amazing bird of 
Egyptian lore which, after being consumed 
by fire, rose from its own ashes and be- 
came a token of immortality—is a more 
appropriate symbol for both. ... The New 
Deal’s Plutonian mascot, the “Blue Eagle,” 
snatched this nation from the jaws of dis- 
aster — in a certain objective sense, at 
least—and Phoenix-like, resurrected its so- 
cial and economic functions, and revived 
the fires of hope. 

There are many open critics of the 
New Deal and its works. Do they fully 
realize that men seldom face extremely 
chaotic conditions and immediately rectify 
them? The New Deal has led to unpre- 
cedented centralization of government 
power. It has launched the most far-flung 

federal-projects programs, and the greatest 


peace-time expenditures, in American his- 
tory. “Big business” and vested interests, 
apparently, have been quasi-demoralized 
by administrational regulation of indus. 
trial control-and-volume. Many decry the 
New Deal’s extravagant methods, naming 
the innumerable federal payrolls that have 
been created for relief as well as for bu 
reaucratic workers, 

Some will point out that the New Deal 
has been instrumental in placing an unpre- 
cedented amount of executive power and 
authority at the disposal of Jews. Dudley 
Pelley (‘Silver Shirt”) makes notorious 
capital of the situation, and advertises a 
booklet listing 50 pages of names of Jews 
holding key-positions in the federal ad- 
ministration. A defiant critic of the New 
Deal, he expresses profound fears that com- 
munism, unless thwarted at its source, will 
eventually rule America. In the light of 
the New Deal’s birth after the Pluto Era 
had begun, the roles played by Jews the 
world over may seem significant. It may 
be that, as Mr. Paul Clancy suggests, 
Pluto holds a strong affinity to the Hebrew 
race. 

But despite all argument, one is com- 
pelled to cite the old world as a glaring 
example of the worst way possible to meet 
a crisis. War, the straw that always 
breaks the camel’s back, has been the 
weapon wielded by many powerful nations 
against the spectral threat of economic 
shipwreck, famine, revolution: The cond+ 
tions always guaranteed by War. 

The 18th Amendment, reactionary relic 
of Neptune’s period, was repealed dut- 
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ing Pluto’s Era—a measure designed to 
tap a new source of revenue, and partially 
stem the alarming inroads being made 
toward deficit spending. 

Pluto, guardian of the depths, stands 
for individual spiritual awareness. He 
awakens the spiritually weak with a jolt 
that, in effect, frequently compares with a 
freshly-erupting volcano. Like Scorpio, 
his methods are often subtle; but his ex- 
pression, when he does act, -is swift, re- 
morseless, conclusive—for good or ill. 


The Plutonian Way 


Germany, Italy, Japan, and other au- 
thoritarian units are reacting to Pluto the 
hard way—but in a fashion proclaiming 
deadly spiritual retreat. European democ- 
racy has ignored Pluto’s climactic mes- 
sage, has chosen the soft way .. . and is 
paying dearly for its apathy and indiffer- 
ence. Inner weakness transferred the lib- 
erties of Poland, Abyssinia, Spain, Norway 
and other national groups to the insatiable 
lords of aggression. Inner weakness—en- 
gendered by petty rivalry, general ineffi- 
ciency, lax co-operation on the part of 
French and British politicians—is forcing 
Britain to pay a terrific price. Political 
bungling is the ogre devouring the life- 
blood of these hapless peoples! 

Inner weakness is the greatest menace 
to any nation’s—or person’s—security dur- 
ing the Pluto Era, 

Pluto, lord of rebirth, represents tran- 
sition, the destruction of old—and obsolete 
—forms, and the creation of new struc- 
tures from the ashes of the old. Democ- 
tacy, indeed, is standing at the crossroads 
of fate. Democracy must cast aside the 
rebellions and imageries of the old order, 
and adapt itself, in theory and in practice, 
to the reality of the 20th Century—to the 
vital “New Order” of Pluto’s cosmic re- 
gime! It must prepare to make great self- 
sacrifices. 

The “personal liberties’ and humor, 
perhaps, of the “old days” are in swift 
retreat; yet a nobler future looms over the 
: Even as Neptune followed to 
idealize and humanize the revolutionary 
individualism generated by Uranus, so 
Pluto follows to weigh, organize, and 
adapt the inspirations nurtured by Nep- 
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tune. Uranus proposes, Neptune specu- 
lates, but Pluto disposes—or defines. Pluto, 
figuratively at least,*is pitting the nation- 
alism and the imperialism generated in 
Europe during the old order against their 
New-World twin-opposite—Democracy— 
in a herculean contest which will determine 
the intrinsic strength or weakness inherent . 
within their respective forms. 

Pluto can be translated by humanity 
into beneficence directly proportional to 
the amount of evil attracted, by the crim- 
inally powerful, through his lower vibra- 
tions. Democracy can use Pluto! 

Uranus has occupied Taurus, earthy sign 
of finance and the “I Have” urge, since 1934. 
The days of bloated personal fortunes are 
nearing an end. The amassing and hoard- 
ing of wealth, like the glutton’s appetite, 
attracts unhealthy “mineral deposits,” and 
leads only to economic high-blood-pressure, 
senility and decay! 75 American families 
“at the top,” economically speaking, are 
said to be worth as much as 250,000 fam- 
ilies “at the bottom.” 

America’s widespread unemployment 
and social imbalances are due to financial 
reasons. Perhaps it is thus the world 
over. In the U. S. Natus, the Sun, centre 
of the drive for power, holds the 2nd 
(finances) House, closely square (obstacle 
aspect) Saturn. Saturn represents the 
“bottle-neck” in the economic system 
which has always strangled possibility of 
lasting progress and “prosperity.” Need- 
less to say, Saturn represents the material- 
ism—competition, greed, profiteering—and 
allied weaknesses in the capitalist system.

speech. Has the 10th-house Mars stolen 
the day? Has the “conservative” (reac- 
tionary) element finally triumphed over 
the opposition? That reference, occurring 
at such a tense time, actually crystallized 
the Foreign Policy of the government and 
brought forth some bitter public criticism 
from isolationist groups (Saturn in 9th, 
square Sun). Saturn-progressed (acting) 
square natal Sun (acted upon) suggests 
that powerfully influential Saturnine pres- 
* sure is being exerted upon F. D. R. from 
the inside. Wall this Disciple of the Fu- 
ture be able to triumph over the ghosts of 
the Old Order (Saturn) ? 

Neptune has occupied Virgo, sign of 
service and the “I Analyze” urge, since 
1928. The divine discontent has permeated 
the ranks of Labor; and by reflex, those 
also of the overlords of industry. Pluto 
entered Leo, sign of authority, the “divine 
rights of kings” and the “I Will” urge in 
1937. Crowns have toppled, nations have 
crumbled. Pluto was discovered while oc- 


cupying Cancer, sign of the public and 


masses. The masses of Germany, Italy, 
Russia have acclaimed hysterically the 
demigod spotlighted by the Pluto Era. The 
masses of China, Ethiopia, Czechoslovakia, 
Finland, Poland, Norway have unwillingly 
accepted him. And the masses of France 
and Britain have been literally compelled 
to accept him!

possibility of an effective brotherhood be- 
ing cemented between nations. 

The struggle now gaining deadly momen- 
tum is not premised alone on simple mili- 
tary, political, or economic exigencies. Its 
significance goes much deeper. The pro- 
cesses leading up to the present Armaged- 
don have been working out for countless 
centuries in the hearts, minds and habits 
of men. It is a struggle essentially between 
the time-battered concept, exiled from 
American soil in ’76 and kept therefrom 
ever since, that might is the principal vir- 
tue; that the cave-man’s rule shall prevail;

\ \ HEN. Cancer writes his memoirs he 


writes what comes from the soul and the 
memory of average human nature, many 
times intensified. ‘The world of literature 
is rich with these out-pourings. To Can- 
cer, all that happens to him is of impor- 
tance; his imagination and his deep sub- 
jective nature rob incidents of their triv- 
jality; his personal life is part of the total 
experience of humanity and has thereby 
achieved significance. He is comfortable 
writing in the first person singular, not out 
of egotism, but because of his conscious- 
ness of himself as a guinea-pig of Life. 
“What happens to me and my reaction to 
it is of importance in the annals of human 
understanding. I have penetrated the 
mysteries. of human nature when I have 
delved into my own subconscious life.” 
This is his unconscious, and often con- 
scious,. attitude toward himself and the 
world of people. 

Moon-natured, he is passive to experi- 
ence; he absorbs it, relinquishing himself 
to all the Sun-forces in life. Stimulated 
by this process, he reacts, stirred into re- 
creative and interpretive activity. Some- 
times the absorption takes place in the 


passing of a second, almost as a psychic ° 


shock; more often it is a gradual process, 
followed by sudden reaction. He is in- 
tensely aware of himself as something 
vital and impressionable, adaptable on the 
surface, as easily moved as the water that 
is his element; but to him this phase of 
his nature is only the translator or re- 
flector of something more deeply fixed, the 
positive and spiritual forces of the Sun, 
which, whether he is moon-natured or not, 
are at the centre of his subjective life. 
It is for this reason that the Cancer 
temperament is deceptive. What has ap- 
peared as passive and feminine on the sur- 
face has often hidden the cardinal nature

Dominating people have pounced upon 
this apparent passivity gleefully, believing 
to have found a docile subject for their 
more aggressive type of leadership, only 
to recoil in dismay as Cancer sets into 
action all its hidden weapons of self-pro- 
tection, while the shades of a host of the 
world’s indomitable leaders hover near in 
sympathetic approval — Julius Caesar, 
Rousseau, Calvin, Thoreau, Henry VIII, 
the Duke of Marlborough, Garibaldi, 
Mazzini, Henry Ward Beecher, Philip 
Snowden, not to mention the troupe of 
militant females that included such names 
as George Sand, Emmeline Pankhurst, 
Mary Baker Eddy, Charlotte Perkins Gil- 
man, and, bless her heart, Militant Female 
Number One of our day, the modern 
George Sand, Dorothy Thompson. 


Democracy in Action 


Cancer is democracy in action. It is the 
symbol of the common man in the sense 
that he is the composite of all that is 
common to human nature, Its ideal is, 
what Dorothy Thompson calls, “the in- 
violability of the human personality” 
which she so passionately defends. It is 
the defender of mankind. It is, there- 
fore, natural that this sign should havé 
produced some of the world’s greatest ex- 
ponents of the human side of the demo- 
cratic ideal. It understands the “case of 
the people” as a mother understands her 
child. 

Under the pressure of powerful mental- 
emotional disturbances that roused thoughts 
that demanded release, Cancer has written 
much about itself. Its tendency is at 
times to become what some critics con- 
sider too self-expressive, in the manner of 
Rousseau’s “Confessions.” Because it rep- 
resents the 12th house of the Sun, it is 
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in the inner, secret, subjective life of hu- 
manity in which Cancer is most inter- 
ested—the imprisoned life. He knows the 
prison well himself; he knows how it can 
be made a paradise. He is sincerely 
curious about what goes on behind the 
‘scenes of personality-development, anxious 
as always to find in others a kinship with 
himself. He likes people to be warmly 
human and natural, unspoiled by the arti- 
ficialities of society—toward that phase 
of human nature he is deeply sentimental. 
Life itself is the great adventure, but it 
is life in relationship to his fellow-crea- 
tures, even when he is only a silent wit- 
ness. The uneventful and commonplace 
become enriched and enlarged under the 
influence of the life-giving forces of his 
imagination, lending rich potentialities, 
colour and variability to his subjective life, 
so seldom perceived. He may not react 
to the “tumult and the shouting”’ that ex- 
cites a less sensitive person, almost seem- 
ing to withdraw from it to view it with 
detachment while his emotion will be 
roused by something infinitely less strik- 
ing, yet more personal and human. 

He loves the world; he loves people; 
the philosophy of the mass mind never 
ceases to interest him; the well-being of 
the race is his responsibility. But he is 
deeply understanding of the personal 
aspirations of man. The everlasting con- 
flict between man the individual and man 
the social unit is the source of his most 
important research. Words such as “man- 
kind,” “humanity,” “human understand- 
ing,” the “human comedy,” have a special 
way of rousing him from his passivity. 
He broods on his own unhappy experiences 
to arrive at a better understanding of the 
unhappy multitudes and the whole process 
of life. 

Familiar as he is with himself as a crea- 
ture of many moods and many phases of 
personality, capable, he believes, of all 
the sins and all the nobilities of human 
existence, he learns, after thoughtful self- 
examination, not to judge casually; to be 
tolerant in the face of the most lost of 
men, knowing that when he has discov- 
ered the functionings of abnormality he is 
on the way to restoring the well-being of 
the race that he loves. Personal history, 


background, heredity, temporary aberra- 
tions, all that has contributed to the per- 
sonality as it appears to be, all these are 
matters of which he takes note before he 
condemns. This is the better type of Can- 
cer—attorney for the defense. 


Rousseau 


Of this type of spirit, Rousseau was the 
greatest exponent. This most sensitive 
and impressionable of men, born, as one 
critic describes him, “without a skin,” 
early learned to identify himself with the 
unfortunate, the repressed and the mis- 
understood. He learned about life by sub- 
mitting himself to all its phases; he watch- 
ed his own reactions to discover the reac- 
tions of all men. He emerged with a 
philosophy of hope, a firm belief-in man’s 
fundamental goodness, and declared in 
memorable terms to a hungry world that 
all men are created equal, the first pre- 
cept of the democratic way of life. It 
was not with the material side of inequal- 
ity with which he was primarily con- 
cerned; his ideals: did not embody the 
socialist schemes later associated with the 
emancipation of the common man. He 
hated schemes, as he hated artificiality, 
and the symbols of power that had given 
mankind its false set of values. Hé loved 
simplicity, sincerity and tender sentiment. 
It is in its dislike of the falsities created 
by extremes that Cancer is reactionary, 
and in its effort to swing back the pen- 
dulum in order to restore man to his former. 
state he becomes himself almost revolu- 
tionary, or what appears to be revolution- 
ary. In his subjective mind, Rousseau 
traversed the whole history of civilization 
and in a single moment of psychic revela- 
tion grasped the source of evil that had 
beset mankind. He implored man to re- 
turn to its former state, to relinquish the 
false values he was mistaking for progress 
and to find the good life in the simplicity 
of nature. 

A hundred years later, a New England 
philosopher was to expound this same phi- 
losophy in a new way and was to try out 
the simple way of life in his forest retreat 
at “Walden”—not to escape from life it- 
self but from its unnaturalness. Thoreau, 
like Rousseau, was a_ non-conformist. 
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“The cost of a thing is the amount of 
what I call life which is required to be 
exchanged for it,” he said. “I desire that 
there be as many different persons in the 
world as possible; but I would have each 
one careful*to find out and pursue his own 
way and not his father’s and his mother’s 
and his neighbour’s. instead.” ... . “I think 
that we should be men first and subjects 
afterwards. It is not desirable to culti- 
vate a respect for law, so much as for the 
right. The only obligation which I have a 
right to assume is to do at any time what 
I think right.” 

Cancer has often been accused of wor- 
shipping or “being tied to the past.” I 
have never found proof of this. That the 
hereditary past is important in the mind 
of Cancer there is no doubt, but the nature 
of such interest is better explained in the 
following remarks of Harry Elmer Barnes 
in his discussion of the popular Cancer 
historian, James Harvey Robinson, whose 
reputation as a humanizer of history and 
whose book “The Mind in the Making” 
are well known: “Always intensely in- 
terested in the human past, he believed its 
study only of importance in so far as a 
knowledge of the past may enable the 
present to plan more intelligently for a 
better future.” Cancer, therefore, up- 
holds what. is traditional only in so far as 
it represents the, best product of evolu- 
tion. But much depends on his breadth 
and depth of mental experience. “What 
was good enough for my ancestors is good 
enough for me” is a slogan which comes 
from under-developed Cancer who as a 
general rule is too fluctuating and adapt- 
able (without conformity) to remain fix- 
edly attached to any one heritage. He 
may love the heritage of the past, but it 
is the future of the race that is his deepest 
concern. “Life is growth,” said Charlotte 
Perkins Gilman. “All that obstructs 
growth is bad; all that helps it is good.” 
This is the everlasting, maternal philosophy 
of Cancer and out of it Cancer creates its 
own laws. a 
Perhaps no better description of the 
highest humanitarianism of which the best 
type of Cancer is capable can be given 
than that contained in the following 
passage, written by Mrs. Craigie with ref- 











erence to George Sand, who has often been 
called “the great Mother of Mankind:” 
“She would take cross humanity in her 
arms and carry it out into the sunshine 
of the fields; she would show it the flowers 
and the birds, sing songs to it, tell it 
stories, recall its original beauty. She be- 
lieved in the human heart, acknowledged 
no higher law than its own impulses; she 
saw love where others saw only cruel 
struggle for existence, saw beauty where 
ordinary visions saw little beyond a sel- 
fishness worse than brutal and a squalor 
more pitiful than death. No writer has 
shown a deeper sympathy with uncommon 
temperaments, misunderstood aims, con- 
sciences with flickering lights, the discon- 
tented, the abnormal or the unhappy. The 
great modern specialist for nervous dis- 
eases has not improved on her analysis of 
the neuropathic and the hysterical. Yet. 
with the perfect understanding of the ex- 
ceptional case, she never permits any 
science of cause and effect to obscure the 
rules and principles which, in the main, 
control life for the majority. It was no 
doubt this balance which made her a pop- 
ular writer while she never ceased to keep 
in touch with the most acute minds of 
France.” It seems to me that this is the 
pattern for all Cancers to follow—here is 
the illustration of their thesis. All the 
painful experiences of George Sand’s life 
(and they were many) were converted by 
her into an understanding of even the 
worst in human nature. The world needs 
her type! 

The instinct for moral leadership is in 
all natives of Cancer. But one finds such 
leadership becoming useless when the 
native finds himself out of sympathy with 
the object of his reform. For Cancer’s 
unique talent is that of being able, through 
his sensitive imagination, to feel his way 
into the mind of another, until he has 
identified himself with that person. With- 
out this faculty Cancer would be harsh 
and cruel; the coldness of an unlighted 
Moon makes Cancer selfish and narrow 
and intolerant when the sympathetic atti- 
tude is dominated by the desire for mere 
personal leadership. The Cancer func- 
tion is toward life, not death. 

In his efforts to promote the moral wel- 
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fare of mankind, Cancer is most incensed 
against the “aristocratic” sins of hypoc- 
risy, snobbishness and self-righteousness; 
he does not like pretentiousness, dramatic 
nobility or prideful dignity, believing these 
to be a mask covering all that is wrong 
in the subconscious. On the other hand, 
he is often zealous in defending those who 
do not appear to be good but who are 
fundamentally more virtuous than those 
who are less honest about themselves. 


Hawthorne 


A love of solitude and of periodic flights 
from society possessed the novelist Haw- 
thorne, who makes constant reference to 
his “inmost me” and habitually returned 
to his native Salem and to his past which 
seemed ever to fascinate him and to afford 
him new inspiration. His novels revolve 
in theme about the psychology of the “‘sense 
of guilt,” of remorse and introspection and 
private sorrow, knowing that human na- 
ture, like Cancer itself, is haunted by past 
mistakes, particularly in so far as they 
have affected the people they have loved. 
It is by such retrospection, such insight 
into his own shortcomings, his own feelings 
of being possessed, cramped or inhibited, 
that Cancer has found his aids to human 
improvement. 

I do not believe that Cancer possesses 
a sense of duty in the way that Taurus 
or Capricorn might understand that expres- 
sion. It will seldom submit to circum- 
stances or demands out of a moral sense 
of loyalty or responsibility. What Cancer 
does in the way of self-sacrifice is usually 
spontaneous, the outgrowth of feeling. 
George Sand wrote in her diary, and it 
well expresses the contradictory Cancer 
temperament: “Time and again I have 
borne on my shoulders heavy yokes of 
iron. So long as they were placed there 
with affectionate persuasion and in the 
name of love and tenderness, I have bowed 
submissively to the beloved hand. But 
when my friend, grown weary of persua- 
sion, has resorted to commands, when my 
submission has been claimed, no longer in 
the name of love and friendship, but by 
reason of some right and power, I 
have drawn upon the strength that is 
buried in my nature, I have straightened

my shoulders and thrown off the yoke, J 
alone know the latent force hidden within 
me. I alone know how much I grieve and 
suffer and love.” 

It is in this way that Cancer assures the 
world of a protector of the democratic in- 
stinct, the common love of individual ac- 
tion and the hatred of domination born in 
the heart of the self-conscious “common 
man.” It is in this way that Cancer learns 
to relinquish its hold upon people, to de- 
velop its own individuality by summoning 
forth the sun force that is deep in every 
man’s nature and allowing the Moon only 
its proper sphere of interpretation and un- 
derstanding. When Cancer has learned not 
to lean or to possess through love, it has 
triumphed over its own limitations, with- 
out losing its most precious quality of 
believing that there is nothing and no one 
in this world that cannot be explained. 

Cancer, in its fourth-sign capacity for 
accumulation, is aptly described in the 
term “storehouse of ideas,” which Matthew 
Josephson uses with reference to Rousseau, 
By the process of repeated absorption, it 
seems to fill itself to overflowing with im- 
pressions of life. This accumulation is 
never conspicuous. It lies deep in the 
subjective nature until some crisis or im- 
pulse calls it forth. It is at such moments 
that Cancer leaps forward in growth or 
understanding. Possessing the capacity for 
absorbing the essence of the ideas of others 
and for re-creating them in simplified, 
humanized form, he becomes a “popular- 
izer.” To him an adult never ceases to 
be a child. 

The belief in the ultimate goodness of 
man is embodied in the more systematic 
philosophy of Leibnitz, who was convinced 
that “God, the great Monad, is the har- 
monizer of all other monads into the best 
of all possible worlds.” Early in life he. 
defended the doctrine that “individuality 
is constituted by the whole entity or, 
essence of a thing,” which might be inter- 
rupted astrologically to mean that the solar 
force unites all lesser forces into a “whole 
entity.” Leibnitz was one of the first to 
point out the usefulness of the historical 
method in law and was also famous for 
his genealogical researches.

This is an old, old story with which 
most of my regular readers are familiar, 
and on which I have often commented in 
past issues of this magazine. 

; On examining this Almanac. we find the 
following on page 2: 


“MOON’S CONSTELLATIONS 


“The same type marks which stand 
for the SIGNS of the ZODIAC are used 
in scientific ASTRONOMY as conven- 
tional symbols (abbreviations) for the 
twelve groups of fixed stars through 
which the Moon appears to travel in its 
course through the heavens. When we 
Show the Moon in the CONSTELLA- 
TION Pisces, it is in the ASTROLOGI- 


CAL ‘SIGN’ Aries. Two thousand 
years ago, the ASTROLOGICAL 
‘SIGNS’ (Zodiac positions) were the 
same as the CONSTELLATIONS, but 
since then each of the ‘SIGNS’ has. 
moved (WEST) one-twelfth of the Zo- 
diac (the Sun’s ‘path’), so that the 
SIGNS of the ZODIAC are different 
from the constellations (groups of fixed 
stars). in which the Moon actually ap- 
pears.” 


In planting, we look to the Astrological 
signs rather than to the constellations. 

Now let us turn to page 11 of this same 
Almanac where we find the publisher 
states: “We cannot undertake to publish 
a time-table for planting farm crops and 
garden vegetables.” Now, will someone 
please tell me why some of our readers 
will try to plant by an Almanac that, on 
careful inspection, states it is not to be 
used for planting purposes? 


Planting Dates 


September is getting too late for long 
season plants, especially in the northern 
border states. However, such plants as 
turnip, radish, grass and perennials may 
be planted. Hardy plants that winter out 
in the soil may now be dug up and di- 
vided by root separation. Do your plan- 
ning for next year’s garden now. Better 
flowers will be obtained by September 
planting of hardy plants. 

For the benefit of our new readers, we 
repeat that crops that produce their yield 
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above the soil and grow from seed with a 
root formation, similar to beans, corn, let- 
tuce, oats, peas, sweetpeas and marigolds, 
should be planted when the Moon is new 
or in first quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the 
soil are similar to and grow from a bulb 
formation, such as beet, carrot, potato, 
turnip, tulip and gladiolus. These should 
be planted when the Moon is full or in last 
quarter. 

Plant in the last quarter only if neces- 
sary, as it is not considered the best time 
for planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard 
Time.”

7. Gemini native has never wanted 
to be anything but an actor. Showing 
signs of artistic talent in other lines (music 
and interior decoration), he has continued 
_ in his chosen profession (in the movies), 
although he has had to struggle to win any 
recognition. His mother now wonders 
whether Jupiter in Gemini will bring some 
reward for his efforts. 

Yes, Jupiter in Gemini will probably 
bring reward in the form of enough parts 
to keep him busy, but it is questionable 
whether this native will ever achieve any 
worthwhile position as an actor. Gemini

The 6th house position of 
the dignified Jupiter is .excellent for the 
direction of others, and Mars in Leo, tied 
into this Gemini-Sagittarius configuration 
by trine and sextiles, can work just as 
efficiently in an executive capacity as in 
that of self-dramatization. 

This is a chart where great emphasis 
is placed upon self-expression and its di- 
rection. The South Node in the 5th 
house leaves the native absolutely free ia 
this matter—but absolute freedom. carries 
with it a terrific burden of responsibility. 
Neptune, ruler of the MC, in the 2nd 
house, makes the choice more difficult, for 
Neptune here can either over-estimate 
or under-estimate the inherent talents or 
resources. (This position, combined with

other factors, confirms the mother’s opin- 
ion of the opportunity for success in the 
interior decoration business, especially 
where old furniture is retained by means 
of renewal or re-decoration). 

These natal indications gain in impor- 
tance during the next few years, for the 
transits should bring openings in other as 
well as the present line of endeavor. De- 
cisions should be made very carefullv, for 
progressed Mars is now square natal Sat- 
urn and will go on to square the Moon;

Saturn Opposition Neptune 


I was born December 9, 1899, 46 N., 
77 W., at about 4:00 p. m—lI think. At 
sixteen I started to work in an office; later 
I took up shorthand and learned it so 
well in one month that I have used it suc- 
cessfully ever since. Typing I just picked 
up, but although I am considered an accu- 
rate stenographer and an excellent typist, 
I have never earned exceptional wages. I 
am now studying French and would like 
to take extension courses until I have se- 
cured an A.B. degree. I like my present 
work, but is there anything else at which 
I would do better from a salary stand- 
point? 

Any advice we can give must be quite 
general since you are unsure of your birth 
hour and a chart erected for the time given 
does not check with your life (more than 
likely you were born a little later, with 
Cancer rising, but this is merely specu- 
lative). 

However, the Sun-Saturn Mars conjunc- 
tion opposed by Neptune denotes a very 
cautious nature. ‘These people are con- 
scientious workers, often going to extremes 
in the discharge of their duties but are 
usually hesitant in demanding just returns 
for their services. Or, when goaded by the 
pinch of circumstances to the point of ask- 
ing for salary increases or promotions, they 
unconsciously couch their requests in apolo- 
getic or conciliatory language, seldom ap- 
proaching superiors in a positive manner 
on the basis of reward for excellent work. 
It is quite possible that this has been your 
trouble—the Moon trine Jupiter and sex- 
tile Venus assures you freedom from ac- 
tual want, but it’s up to you to go after 
the extras. 

You are entering a period when your 
desires, your individuality and your de- 
fensive attitude toward life will undergo 
drastic changes, for progressed Sun and 
Mars are entering Aquarius and progressed 
Saturn moves into Capricorn during the 
coming year. Mars’ entry into a new sign 
very often accompanies a change of occu- 
pation, and occurring simultaneously with 








the Sun’s change of sign, indicates that 
that the new activity will follow a deep 
inner urge of the life.

Commercial 
art, such as mercantile or_ jewelry design, 
lettering or advertising layouts, music, or 
promotional work in connection with ad- 
vertising offer the best opportunities. 


Saturn Opposition Jupiter 


I changed my vocation last September.

Jupiter opposition Saturn ‘is an aspect 
of two lives in one—at some time or other, 
the native’s life usually undergoes a com- 
plete transition. At times the lines of 
demarcation is clearly defined by a drastic 
change in the outer existence, vocation, 
location, social contacts, and so on; in 
other cases, the reversal occurs in the realm 
of ideas, theories or spiritual values. The 
opposition in your chart falls across the 
2nd-8th axis, emphasizing the possibility 
that the change will embody a reorganiza- 
tion of both material and spiritual re- 
sources. 

Neptune in the 9th house is an elevated 
singleton lying alone on one side of this 
opposition, denoting that social necessity 
or the need to conform to the social pat- 
tern in which you were born led you into 
educational work.

Your daughter has a chart which de- 
mands self-expression; with five planets in 
fire signs, the ego must and will assert 
itself. The energy must flow through cre- 


ative channels by means of a 3rd _ house 
medium (Moon in Leo in 3rd trine Sun in 
Sagittarius in 7th). Although this child 
has the kind of chart which characterizes 
a native “who will get along in the world,” 
the choice of the channel of self-expres- 
sion is extremely important, for like the 
first example, her chart has the South Node 
in the 5th house—an indication which is 
strengthened here by the afflictions Uranus 
in the 11th house receives from Saturn and 
Mercury. For this reason it would be wise 
not to limit her special training to dancing 
at her present age—music and dramatics 
should not be overlooked, nor should her 
regular school work be allowed to suffer 
from too extensive extra-curricular actiy- 
ities. 

Serious attention should be given to the 
permanent value of any opportunity which 
arises during the next two years as transit- 
ing Jupiter, Uranus and Saturn pass 
through the sign on the ascendent. The 
native might be pulled up faster than her 
preparation warrants, which could react to 
her detriment later. Progressed Mars and 
Venus coming to conjunct her natal Saturn 
emphasize this warning of the transits; her 
real bid for public favor should be made 
in approximately six or seven years, when 
the trend should thenceforth carry her 
steadily upward.

in relation to the birth-chart of nations. 
While there is much discussion as to the 
“real” chart of the United States, I may 
add that, in my opinion, the days which 
saw American Independence actually de- 
clared and put on record (either by vote 
on July 2, or in the written Declaration 
of July 4, 1776) provide the most sound 
basis for such a chart. Accordingly, the 
United States is now functioning through 
the waxing period of its progressed Luna- 
tion: viz, the period of outward action and 
impulsiveness.

General Indications 


F., many years astrologers have looked 
forward to the present period in history 
as one indicating financial reform. The 
grouping of planets in Taurus, the money 
sign, and especially the presence of Uranus, 
planet of change and reforms, led them to 
believe that finances were due for a gen- 
eral readjustment: Astrologers could not 
see just how these new conditions would 
be brought about, nor could they see just 
what changes would be made. But there 
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was little doubt that a new order would 
arise. 

Uranus entered the sign Taurus in June, 
1934; backed out, then entered to stay in 
March, 1935. Uranus leaves Taurus in 
August, 1941; turns retrograde and moves 
back into the money sign, only to make 
its real departure in May, 1942. 

During this journey of Uranus through 
the earthy sign Taurus, we have witnessed . 
one of the most world-changing periods of 
all history. Beginning with: Mars con- 
junction Uranus on April 8, 1936, and 
lasting until Mars again is conjunction 
Uranus on September 10, 1943, we shall 
have recorded the death of one era and 
the birth of a new. This is a period of 
world revolution—and Uranus is the planet 
ruling revolution. 

The financial change-over has been grad- 
ual, and promises to become complete. 
Consider the industrial expansion (Mars- 
Uranus working through practical Taurus) 
in the various countries today. Some 
three billion dollars is being spent in 
America for new plants. Britain is build- 
ing as rapidly as men and materials are 
available. Japan is a major producer. 
India is taking a commanding position. 
China is realizing her shortcomings, and 
plans gigantic industrial expansion in her 
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back countries. Canadian industry is 
nearly doubled. South Africa, New Zeal- 
and, Australia, all are expanding. And of 
course Germany is noted for its high in- 
dustrial development. 

But the important factor from the finan- 
cial standpoint is that in each instance the 
expansion is financed by government mon- 
ey, not by private capital. That fact may 
prove the key to the changes taking place. 
The forces set in motion already have 
gone a long way toward the abolition of 
private ownership in many parts of the 
world. It now remains to be seen whether 
the pendulum continues to swing in this 
direction, to the end of destroying the 
profit system entirely. Or, now that 
Uranus has moved out of the sign ruling 
capital, will the pendulum swing, in typ- 
ically Uranian manner, far back to the 
other extreme? 

The entrance of Uranus into Gemini 
early in August should have brought a new 
phase to international developments. Later, 
the outstanding prominence of Pluto, an 
influence which carries over throughout 
the month of September, promised that a 
desperate attempt would be made by the 
dictators to consolidate the gains already 
made. Pluto appears to be the influence 
most in evidence for September. Once 
more we shall see an expression of the 
pressure and coercion which this planet 
represents. This being the planet of co- 
operation and group activity, no doubt 
these factors also will appear in the news 
for this period. 

The aspects in the other Cycle Charts 
at this time also stress the importance of 
Pluto. In the Uranus Cycle we find 
Uranus in orb of the semi-square to Pluto 
all month. Such a. friction aspect, added 
to the Pluto opposition Mercury of the 
Pluto Cycle, indicates that all may not go 
well with the Axis. In fact, this may 
prove an exceptionally troublesome time. 
While not serious enough to presage a de- 
cisive defeat, it does show a constant bar- 
rage of little things which tend to tax their 
ingenuity to maintain a solid front. 

This Uranus release no doubt will have 
repercussions in Russia, and with Uranus 
now moving through the sign Gemini, we 
shall notice the influence here in America. 


In the United States there is shown a 
restless, rebellious stirring up of dissatis- 
faction. People may chafe under restric. 
tions, and will resent limitations. It is a ° 
period of many unexpected petty annoy- 
ances. 

The Saturn Cycle shows Saturn in orb of 
the sextile to Pluto all month. Saturn ins 
clines toward contraction, economy, | 
and lower prices. It brings news of labore} 
activities, thesinfluence of Pluto signifying 
the organized groups can be expected tow 
take steps 4o=benefit the workers. Satu 
also rules the land and territory. Thus 
the international field there may be a shift” 
in ownership of strategic lands. < 

September is unusual in that there are 
no releases in the Mars Cycle. The viol- 
ence and aggressive action now present 
represent plans of action instigated earlier 
in the summer, which merely carry over. 
At this writing (June), Germany has just 
started an attack against Russia. From 
the Mars Cycle we must conclude that the 
violent phase of that conflict will be in- 
tense until about the first of September. 
Then it may settle down to a routine af- 
fair such as has existed between England 
and Germany, where sporadic fighting con- 
tinues but no decisive victor appears. 

Even the aspects in the sky are of small 
importance during September. Jupiter 
makes the semi-square to Pluto on the 11th, 
adding to the Pluto influence. And Mars 
is sextile Jupiter on the 26th, giving a mild 
stimulation to business and a continuation 
of the expansion for war production. The 
Ingress Chart is exceptionally well aspected 
this month. The Sun forms the luck aspect 
(trine) to the Moon, Saturn, Jupiter, Mars 
and Uranus, with only a few discordant 
releases. This offers much energy for con- 
structive effort. In America it favors the 
farmers and the development of our re- 
sources. Abroad, the influence is particu- 
larly powerful as affecting Russia, promis- 
ing the assistance of other countries. 

The New Moon Cycle ruling the first 
two-thirds of the month has the Lunation 
in trine to Mars, but afflicting Saturn and 
Uranus. The Lunation with Mercury, 
square Saturn, signifies many controversies 
over territory. No doubt a general squab- 
ble over boundary lines and the right to 
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use natural resources will prevail.

shipping may face a destructive month, the 
battle of the Atlantic taking a heavy toll. 

At London, the Lunation is in the house 
of war, together with Mercury, Neptune 


and Venus. The number of Seventh 
house planets indicates the seriousness of 
the steps other countries may take at this 
time. Farther east at Rome, we find the 
Lunation in the house of the army, form- 
ing a Grand-Trine with the rising Mars 
and the Mid-Heaven. This is a very good 
indication for the Italian people. 

The Berlin New Moon Cycle also prom- 
ises considerable help in attaining the de- 
sires of the leader. Russia, however, does 
not receive this help, as the presence of 
afflicted Saturn and Uranus in the First 
house points to loss and heavy responsibili- 
ties this month. China has the Lunation 
in the Third, in trine to Mars in the Tenth. 
This is a chart showing considerable initia- 
tive, and military gains can be expected. 
There also is indicated the formation of a 
pact or treaty, perhaps now joining Russia 
in a military agreement. At Tokyo the 
Lunation is rising, while Saturn and 
Uranus fall in the Tenth. This promises 
Internal dissension, the people expressing 
a desire to escape from some of their 
burdens. 


United States 


Neptune dominates the’ New Moon Cy- 
cle for Washington until September 20th. 
We have promised a series of confusing 
events for the United States. Some nebu- 
lous discussion may befog the atmosphere

in the United States, the Lunation falls in 
the house of foreign shipping, forming a 
T-Square with the Ascendant and the 
American 








in the immediate vicinity of our political 
leaders. 

The ruler of the Ascendant is in the 
Seventh, showing that the people are seri- 
ously affected by the trend of the war. We 
are somewhat protected under the influence 
of Jupiter ruling the Asc. However, the 
action seems to be taken out of our hands 
as we let other nations determine our 
course of action. The Lunation is in the 
Ninth House, department of foreign ship- 
ping. The heavy aspects formed by the 
Lunation bring unusual attention to bear 
on matters of foreign commerce. Our 
navy may be in the headlines under such 
Ninth House prominence. Under _ this 
stimulation news of convoys, the arming 
of merchantmes, and possibly even skir- 
mishes with raiders can be expected. 

Uranus and Saturn in the house of labor, 
receiving the square of Mercury and Luna- 
tion, and opposing the Ascendant, are our 
greatest sore spots just now. We can ex- 
pect the courts (ninth house) to be severe 
with labor. It will be surprising if labor 

















does not react quite violently. Uranus is 
the planet of: revolutionary tactics, and 
Saturn gives both the severity and the de- 
sire for a greater share. The demands of 
labor may cause great unrest in our coun- 
try during the fall months. 

Following the New Moon Cycle of Sep- 
tember 20th, emphasis is shifted to the 
Fourth House. There we find the Luna- 
tion and Neptune in close conjunction, 
forming a trine to Saturn and Uranus in 
the Eleventh. Mercury also is in the 
Fourth, closely opposing Mars in the 
Tenth. The focusing of energy in the 


Fourth signifies that the farmer is due for 
attention, while the development of natural 
resources may be expanded in a typically 
Neptunian manner. 

The trine of the Lunation to Saturn (rul- 
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ing the 7th) seems to indicate some scheme 
to aid other countries. It is quite possible 
that we shall now sluff off our farm surplus 
to help feed those we deem deserving. And, 
as Neptune rules oil, no doubt the oil in- 
dustry, and the conservation of our sup- 
ply, will come into unusual prominence. 
The conservative attitude of Congress 
shown by Saturn in the Eleventh may well 
impose strict limitations on this vital 
product. 

Mars in the Tenth, so closely’ afflicting 
Mercury, indicates a very controversial 
attitude by our government. This aspect 
may fan anew the blaze of internal dissen- 
sion over whether we should play isolation 
or intervention. However, even the next 
month does not promise much that is out- 
standing. The next big adjustment, prob- 
ably another major shift in the alignment 
of nations, should appear near the trine of 
Uranus to Neptune on November 4th. So 
far each of these trines has coincided with 
the significant shifts in power politics. 
Thus we are justified in looking for the 
announcement of some new pact or agree- 
ment, drastically affecting the destiny of 
some major power. 


Canada 


This is a time of concentrated activity 
for Canada, as all effort is used to main- 
tain her end of the struggle for democracy. 
Manufacturing and industrial expansion 
are very well influenced now, with war 
production attaining a new high. 

Some difficulty may arise due to a 
shortage of vital materials. Aviation 
should take another stride forward under 
the stimulation of the prominent Neptune. 
Foreign conditions appear less disturbing 
than during the summer months. The 
worst affliction is an indication of serious 
health disturbances, possibly the flu or 
some similar ailment. Later in the month, 
attention is centered on farm problems. 


Europe 


Pluto continues the outstanding influ- 
ence, tending to bring action from the 
Axis. Early in the month the Lunation 
favors the Berlin-Rome partners, although 
even they may meet with many difficulties. 
The next New Moon Cycle, that of Septem- 


ber 20th, has the Lunation with Neptune 
in the First House for most European 
countries. While not the rebellious unrest 
we might expect from Uranus, neverthe 
less this does show a restlessness, a desire 
to throw off the burdens of the past few 
years and live as free people should, 
Events may fire the imagination and raise 
the hopes of the down-trodden minority 
groups. But we can not expect too much 
actual benefit from the influence of Nep 
tune. 
This is an important figure also because 
it is an eclipse. Past observation hag 
shown that disaster usually falls on the re 
gion where the shadow of such an eclipse is 
visible. The path of this eclipse extends 
from the Caspian Sea, across Asia to 4 
point in the Pacific near the Marshall 
Islands. The partial phases cover Eastern 
Europe, nearly all of Asia, Australasia and 
the northern part of Australia. 

Great Britain starts the month witha 
New Moon Cycle, having five planets in 
the Seventh, stressing the influence of other 
nations. Transportation facilities may be 
hampered under the energy of afflicted 
Saturn in the Third. The people and their 
homes receive greater protection than for 
a long time, indicating that civilian bomb- 
ing should be comparatively light. The 
next New Moon Cycle has the Lunation 
almost exactly conjunction Neptune on the 
Ascendant. There will follow a month in 
which gigantic schemes, nebulous plans and 
socialistic activities play an important part, 
Jupiter in the Tenth is a good symbol of 
the general trend, in which events should 
break much better for the English people, 

In Italy the first three weeks promise 
military honors. Here we find the Luna 
tion ruling the army, forming a Grand- 
Trine to Mars in the First (the people) 
and the point of honor (M. C.). Chief 
difficulty appears to be financial, as afflicted 
Saturn occupies the Second House. Later. 
in the month the influence of Neptune be- 
comes paramount. This can be expected 
to lead to unsound conclusions, the people 
accepting as fact that which they would 
like to have exist. 

Germany starts the month quite aggres 
sively under the stimulation of Mars ris 
ing. The general indications here, also, 
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aa rather favorable. Many of Hitler’s de- 
sires may be attained at this time. After 
the New Moon of September 21st, the in- 
fluence of Neptune plays a prominent role. 
A chaotic element is presented under this 
new Cycle, bringing the factor of decep- 
tion to the fore. The Ninth House is em- 
phasized, as three planets are in it. A 
flood of propaganda can be expected, pro- 
moting the new order in Europe. 








The New Moon Cycle for Moscow does 
not express the harmonies present in most 
European countries. -Saturn and Uranus 
are rising, afflicting the Lunation, Mercury 
and the Mid-Heaven. Russia may suffer 
considerable loss under this influence, and 
will meet with many unexpected obstacles. 
The Lunation on the 21st presents a pic- 
ture even more destructive. Then Mars 
in the house of war forms a malific T- 
Square with the Mid-Heaven and Mercury. 
The Lunation in the house of sorrow may 
have special significance at this time. 


Far East 


China begins the month with the Luna- 
tion in the Third, in trine to Mars in the 
Tenth. Here we have shown a close mili- 
tary alliance with a neighboring country, 
and the instigation of direct action to gain 
-her desires. Unseasonable weather can be 
expected, with the possibility of damage 
from floods. 

The New Moon Cycle of September 
2ist has Neptune and the Lunation di- 
rectly on the Mid-Heaven. Mercury also is 


in the Tenth, opposing Mars in the Fourth. 
This promises that some great scheme may 
be announced by the government. A marked 
socialistic trend may be noted. The peo- 
ple come under the protection of Jupiter, 
while both Mars and Pluto are in trine to 
the Ascendant. Altogether, the following 
month indicates a good deal of harmony 
for China. 

As the month begins, Japan has the 
Lunation rising, in square to Saturn and 
Uranus in the Tenth. Unusual difficulties 
may beset the government. The responsi- 
bility of maintaining Japan’s place in the 
sun will prove a heavy burden to her lead- 
ers under such energy releases. The peo- 
ple may become quite discouraged over 
the trend of events, and so force a certain 
degree of economy. Pluto in the Twelfth 
in close square to the Mid-Heaven shows 
that considerable pressure may be applied 
by other countries in an attempt to force 
Japan to take definite action. 

The last ten days of September show 
the Lunation with Neptune in the house 
of death, afflicting the ruler of the Sixth. 
Considering that this is an eclipse, some 
natural catastrophe may occur. Pluto falls 
in the house of war, receiving the square 
aspect from Venus in the Mid-Heaven. 
Here again there is indicated pressure from 


outside forces attempting to coerce Japan 


into taking action. However, we can ex- 
pect steps to be taken with caution, if not 
with timidity, under the planetary re- 
leases at this time,

Fur- 
thermore, the eclipsed Sun of Sept. 20th 
(1941) may be the most clarifying of this 
series for it falls in exact conjunction with 
Neptune, and at the same time the third 
of a succession of six occultations of Nep- 
tune occurs—the six taking place between 
July and Dec. In the United States chart 
this transitting Neptune is conjunct its 
own progressed place, Mars and the de- 
scendent; the ascendent being progressed 
to the last degrees of Pisces and coming 
to Aries in 1942. These eclipse points on 
the progressed descendent would seem to 
be tremendously significant for this coun- 
try, either through enemies or partners, 
over the coming year or more. This is 
further emphasized by the ascendent-de- 
scendent being square the progressed mid- 


heaven and the progressed Sun, although ™ 


the latter square is now. waning. 

The clear indications ‘in the above as- 
pects are the confusion, the uncertainty, 
mistaken premises, deceptive words, treach- 
erous action and intense hostility that have 
been engendered, causing turmoil of sep- 
aration between people, possessions, ideals 


or principles; and this has affected those 
in high authority (M. C: and Sun) as 
well as all classes of persons (the Ascend- 
ent) in this country. However, the current 
eclipses, together with the progressive ap- 
proach of Aries-Libra to the exact angle 
of ascendent-descendent of the U. S. chart, 
should herald the passing of these con 
fused, deceptive conditions as they have 
grown during the past few years, and also 
a broader standard of national ideals and 
principles—economic, social, political and 
religious—will take precedence. Also, they 
can easily anticipate the end of any fur 
ther extension of “social gains’ which the 
transit of Neptune in Virgo has stimulated, 
and that such efforts will be turned in 
other directions next year; more and more 
people will be “on their own” instead of 
looking to the government (through taxa 
tion) to support them. Labor unions pat 
ticularly may feel the effect of these chang- 
ing transits; for while the Mars influence 
will be exerted in fighting for their gains of 
whatever nature, through the succeeding 
eclipses of Neptune they will come toa 
more realistic, practical view and use of 
the relation of labor to the government, 
to defense and even to capital—or the 
economic advantages that may now be 
available, 

In September, subversive’ influences o 
irrational minds can play a big part iM 


foisting delusions upon the people, espe 


cially in regard to foreign activity or com- 
mitments. The dividing line against 

out aid to Great Britain and all out com 
bat against the Hitler regime may be very 
sharply drawn. Enmity that has beem 
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more or less hidden or expressed more by 
implication than overt action may sud- 
denly break out in fierce attacks in pro- 
duction areas, army posts, storage plants, 
at sea or in the air. Even the integrity of 
friendly nations may be questioned by 
many persons who are confused or be- 
wildered by propaganda that is issued for 
just that purpose. 

Nevertheless in this country, as shown 
by the U. S. and Great Mutation charts, 
the transiting Saturn and Neptune -are 
trine the natal Pluto, progressed Venus, 
Neptune and Mars in the first chart and 
trine Venus, sextile Moon: in the latter. 
The houses involved are those of relation- 
ships of every kind, near or far (3rd, 9th, 
7th and 11th), and of money, incomes, 
taxes and basic resources (8th and 4th). 
Thus the ideals and scope of Neptune and 
the principles, standards and stability of 
Saturn should work harmoniously through 
all types of people to create new avenues 
of an unusual nature for further sound 
progress in this country, even though the 
process is slow and takes hard work to 
achieve. Saturn is stationary on this de- 
gree in September, turning retrograde on 
the 11th; therefore it is essential for gov- 
ernment, business, financial or personal af- 
fairs to be put on the most constructive 
basis possible for continued production 
early in the month, as problems of sup- 
ply, lack of efficiency, confusion of aims 
and distortion of coordination can seri- 
ously hinder any progress later in Septem- 
ber or even until the middle of November. 
The new tax requirements for 1942 may 
be announced about the first of September; 
this may tend to shake all hope of progress 
among people in the lower brackets, but 
they will continue to make headway in 
spite of compulsory contributions to the 
government. On the other hand, the tax 
bill may have an adverse effect on finan- 
cial institutions and the Stock Market. 


The pressure of centralized government 
at Washington and of foreign conflicts does 
not lessen this month. Warlike action may 
be more intensive and extensive than ever, 
with the tide of-battle turning from the 
East to the West on any front. If the 
government extends its powers to control 








the news (published or broadcast), the 
action may be taken this month; if and 
when that occurs there will be plenty of 
fight. Further control of national re- 
sources of all kinds, touching practically 
everybody, is very possible and can become 
a decided factor in living conditions in 
1942, as progressed Pluto in the 10th house 
opposes the Sun in the Great Mutation 
chart. Also in that chart, as Mars con- 
juncts natal Pluto in the 6th house, the 
labor situation seems to whip up to a con- 
certed dictatorship of its own. There 
isn’t much “give and take” about this as-- 
pect; it is dogmatic, forceful, unyielding, 
and apt to give the gravest concern to the 
entire nation before the aspect passes in 
December. There is an indication that a 
feminine influence will enter into this labor 
picture with some vehemence, but from a 
different angle. This could spring from 
labor troubles in early May (maritime, 
coal, etic.) as they developed under the 
Jupiter-Uranus conjunetion. Venus was 
the sole dispositor of that chart, and in 
September comes to the square of Pluto, 
going on to oppose six planets and square 
Mars in October. Thus women in em- 
ployment may be a factor in strikes (prob- 
ably behind the scenes), while women gen- 
erally will lash out against any deprivation 
of rights or dictation as to what they shall 
or shall not have or do. Finances will be 
a point at issue, which may mean a pro- 
test against rising prices or shortage of 
commodities. Matters of schools, health, 
medicines, amusements, as well as food and 
clothes, may be a problem. On the inter- 
national scene, the Hess flight to Scot- 
land may have some scandalous repercus- 
sions about and after September 20th. 


The chart of the eclipsed Full Moon of 
September 5th has Sagittarius rising with 
the ruler, Jupiter, in the 7th house trineé 
Venus in the 10th; Venus rules the 6th 
and 11th houses. The eclipsed Moon is — 
in the 3rd square Jupiter. Neptune, con- 
junct Mercury, rides the midheaven. This 
looks as if the Administration and Con- 
gress were playing with a Peace plan, 
which does not seem to get very far as 
Venus runs afoul Mars by opposition on 
the 9th. On the other hand, production 
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for defense and foreign delivery as well 
as employment is spurred forward, 
although this phase of the economic life 
of the nation may also slow down very 
shortly. A heavy drain on national re- 
sources is now evident, and the people at 
large will feel the pinch of restriction in 
many ways. The use of coal, gasoline, 
electric current, transportation, copper, 
steel, tin, may be limited; regulations over 
publishing or broadcasting may seriously 
affect large corporations and reach into 
practically every home. On the other 
hand, earnings should continue up, pos- 
sibly through government control. Laws 
governing conscription or army training 
are due for further revision, perhaps the 
age limit will be lowered to 18 years, but 
this will take time as much opposition 
develops. The general outlook of the 
country early in September continues to 
be optimistic, but doubt, uncertainty and 
confusion of mind and feeling will be 
growing and by the 8th of September, a 
reversal of the former trend may take 
place with sharp emphasis as Mars and 
Uranus turn retrograde. This is followed 
by Saturn retrograding on the 11th, when 
further restrictions become more serious, 
and intelligent people will be fully aware 
that some real “belt tightening” is going 
to take place in the next few months. 
The eclipse of the Sun on September 
20th in the last decan of Virgo falls in 
the 4th house conjunct Neptune; this 
threatens “great troubles and adversity, 
agricultural depression and diseases.” This 


| “ may Seem to be a pit of despair as far as 


the future of labor in any field is con- 
cerned; but it might be remembered that 
an eclipse can blot out troubles as well as 
hopes. Then, too, the North Node is con- 
junct the nadir, and that points to the 
work, effort, concentration and purpose 
that may be put forth to make the wheels 
turn upward toward more enduring suc- 
cess. Construction and production of all 
branches of armament continue; never- 
theless a slow down in some lines may be 
due to lack of coal, oil or métal reserves. 
Finances may be a crucial point of trouble; 
any speculative steps may be disastrous. 
The Administration may be opposed se- 


cretly or openly; the health of high off. 
cials may cause concern. Congress ap 
pears to be divided into three parts: Out. 
wardly fiery Administration spokesmen 
using their influence in more retired quar 
ters to gain large objectives; 2nd, a very 
strong bloc who are determined to push 
production and defense ahead in spite of 
any foreign propaganda, realizing the ex- 
treme gravity of the times, but who are 
laboring under very difficult conditions; 
and 3rd, a new independent clique who 
have their own ideas about the army and 
navy and the importance of airplanes over 
either. This last group will become in- 
creasingly important in their aims and 
power in the future, for they are the most 
modern in their views as to why and how 
to create an effective armed force. 


Great Britain 


The confusion or slow down that ap 
pears to permeate all departments of na- 
tional life in September may be caused by 
events in England or to losses sustained 
by British forces. While Mars is conjunct 
the ascendent of the English chart—incit- 
ing the entire people to acts of courage 
and heroism—both the Full and New 
Moon eclipses show the possibility of dis- 
asters to that country, particularly its ship- 
ping, navy and coastal waters. It is not 
beyond reason to think that intrigue and 
treachery have worked to the extent that 
either the Isles or some of its colonies are 
under bitter attack. While the war turns 
westward, the near East is still a point of 
concentrated aspects, and thus the Suez 
Canal may be the scene of great violence 
or even be taken by the enemy. How 
ever, the British are improving their fight- 
ing position and reserves and if they lose 
Suez it should only be temporary, for in 
1942 the combined English-American pro- 
duction will be effectively turned against 
the Axis powers. 


First Quarter 
September 1 to 4 


The month and week begin with Labor 
Day, the last “long” holiday of summer. 
Yet the call of duty is strong and even 
if it takes a wrench to get back to hat-

In the field of art, Cancer seems to have 
excelled most in portrait painting, Rem- 
brandt, Rubens, Reynolds and Copley 
being the most representative. In music, 
we find few names of significance, Can- 
cer seeming to achieve no greater results 
than a Puccini in this field. Stephen Fos- 
ter’s insight into human sentiment is more 
typical of Cancer’s interpretive art. In 
science, Cancer again reveals its ceaseless 
interest in the development of man; the 
“theory of heredity” of Mendel, the Aus- 
trian scientist, is to be identified with the 
Cancer thesis. There is Alexis Carrel, 
whose scientific-humanist instincts are 
well expounded in his book, “Man, the 
Unknown;” the anthropologist, Boaz, and 
the biologist, Julian Huxley. In many 
cases, Cancer has to make a life-long 
struggle against ill-health and lack of vi- 
tality, as in the case of Mary Baker Eddy, 
whose great Science tries to teach man to 
develop his own inner strength in his effort 
to fight 12th-house limitations. 

In summary, perhaps the following ex- 
tract from Matthew Josephson’s “Rous- 
seau” will be most revealing: “All the 
truth and illumination that can be demon- 
strated in him harks back, after all, to his 
life of feeling. For Rousseau felt more 
deeply, lived more intensely, surrendered 
himself more freely than others to the 
immediate experience; he felt the sunrise, 
the wind; he felt pity, he felt anger, 
through an emotional, a sensory mechan- 
ism that had an infinitely larger scale than 
other men’s because he indulged it so much 


more. Whatever is rich and useful and 
beautiful in his intellectual contribution 
owes its origin (as well as its limitations) 
to the long freedom and flight of his emo- 
tions. We would be logical, we would 
rationalize our actions; but there is also 
a mysterious logic that makes us divided 
and beckons us always to embrace the 
values of a life of feeling and resist an 
implacable inward censorship. When we 
rigorously ignore the joy of the immediate 
romantic moment we learn later to our sor- 
row that the universe for which we showed 
so much solicitude ignores us in its turn. 
And if sickness and torment falls upon us 
later (as with poor Rousseau), we are but 
worms, so much the worse and bitterly, 
for having denied ourselves the few god- 
like moments that once offered themselves, 
Rousseau lived for these moments in his 
youth; he reached for them avidly in the 
year of the Charmettes. He lived at first 
in the fullness of his emotions and his 
senses and later for the faculties of his 
mind. This is a programme of human 
cultivation which is advocated again by 
certain factions under new and modern 
terms.” 

And as long as the Sun transmits its 
light to the Moon, as long as the Moon 
travels round the earth, Cancer will re- 
linquish itself to this “life of feeling,” with- 
out which experience ceases to have those 
growth-permitting, life-interpreting qual- 
ities that propel man forward in the march 
of evolution. “It matters not where or 
how far you travel,” said Thoreau, “but 
how much alive you are.” 
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Market Forecast 
September, 1941

T He Graphic Aspectarian for Septem- 
ber, 1941, is given here to show the prin- 
cipal planetary aspects which may have 
influence on the markets. The diagrams 
are graphic depictions of the aspects them- 
selves and not of the planets. Please note 


the zero line indicates the point where the. 


planets have completed an aspect—where 
the two lines converge to an apex. These 
aspects are shown from the time they reach 
a one degree orb until the exact point is 
reached and then until the planets have 
separated from the exact aspect to a dis- 
tance of one degree. 

Those which tend to cause market de- 
clines are shown on the chart converging 


downward. Those which tend to cause 
market rises are shown on the chart con- 
verging upward. ‘These latter ones start 
at a point one degree below the zero line 
and move upward until they reach the 
exact point. At the apex the greatest in- 
fluence is exerted on the market, if at the 
time the exchanges are open and if brought 
to focus by other factors—whether plan- 
etary or technical conditions of the mar- 
ket. 

On the 17th of September, 1941, the Sun 
is parallel Neptune. About this time a 
large cycle begins (Saturn trine Neptune), 
which carries through until the 5th of Oc- 
tober. From past experience it is shown 


- -|— — = 
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that when a large cycle is being formed 
between two planets like Saturn and Nep- 
tune, the shorter cycles are more effective 
when contacting the slower moving planets. 
This is especially true if the nature of the 
aspect causes a trend in the same direc- 
tion. You will see that the Sun and new 
Moon are conjunction Neptune on the 20th 
of September and the Sun reaches another 
parallel on the 28th. Further support is 
given by the Sun trine Saturn on the 21st 
and trine Uranus on the 23rd. It is as- 
sisted by an independent cycle on the 25th 
which is that of Mars sextile Jupiter. This 
combination of planetary cycles should 
cause a rise during part of the period of 
time when they are operating. 

Inductive research shows that planetary 
cycles tend to have an influence upon all 
security and commodity prices, but the 
response to the influence may vary greatly. 
Some security groups and some commod- 
ities should have a substantial rise after 
the middle of September while others may 
respond relatively little.

THE SUN NEVER SETS ON WHEAT. 
It is being planted or harvested some place 
every day in the year. All the continents 
of the world raise the staff of life. The 
great plains of the United States, Canada, 
and Mexico are devoted to golden grain; 
South America raises a surplus. The states- 
men of Europe for centuries have sought a 
bread basket and now with longing eyes 
they look to the Ukraine. The great con- 
tinent of Asia from the Suez to the Bering 
Strait is spotted with grain fields. Even 
dark Africa must have bread, and it is 
in Egypt where we find our oldest records. 

The life spark from the Sun caught by 
a kernel of Wheat may live for ages. Some 
grains were found in the wrappings of an 
Egyptian mummy at least three thousand 
years old. These grains grew when planted. 
They gathered vibratory forces from the 
solar orb and reproduced in kind, thereby 
paying homeage to the Sun God—an 
ancient Egyptian custom. 

In our research studies of planetary 
cycles upon markets, it becomes necessary 
to include a Wheat chart and further data 
on this important commodity. 


The chart given herewith is for contract 
Wheat prices of the dominant futures at 
Chicago, from July, 1939, to June, 1941, 
This chart is self-explanatory in regard to 
the Wheat, but the super-imposed plan- 
etary cycles need further explanation. - An 
effort has been made to simplify our pres- 
entation by including as few aspects as 
possible. The cycles given here were re- 
produced in more detail and explained 
more fully in previous articles, to. which 
please refer. The purpose here is to illus- 
trate the simple relationship of the plan- 
etary aspects and the price trend of Wheat. 

In all the studies it is necessary to re- 
member that a market has a law of its: 
own. This law is usually expressed in 
physics as the law of action and reaction. 
It is better known in economics as supply 
and demand. It appears that the action 
and reaction of planetary cycles are the 
same in pattern as the action and reaction 
of the price indexes of listed securities and 
commodities. There are smaller cycles 
that account for the in-between fluctua- 
tions that go to make up the longer trends 
and cycles. When the demand.is great the: 
pressure is up; when the supply is great 
the pressure is down. In 1939 the pres- 
sure was up, therefore wheat prices re- 
sponded sharply to the trine aspect of 
Uranus and Neptune. There was a rise 
from 60 cents a bushel to $1.10. This was 
the ACTION that necessitated a REAC- 
TION. In 1940, when the Jupiter aspect- 
ing Saturn cycle came along, it TIMED 
the reaction. That was why the response 
to the planetary cycle came so sharply at 
the first contact. Contrary to security 
markets, Wheat stayed down until August, 
when Saturn and Jupiter were in conjunc- 
tion. At this point demand exceeded sup- 
ply, therefore creating strength in the mar- 
ket. This strength tended to resist the 
bearish influence of the planetary cycle, 
and Wheat worked higher. It had another 
dip, however, in February, when Jupiter 
was conjunction Saturn the third time, 
which finished this cycle. Wheat rose 
rapidly after that until it went above $1.00 
again in May, 1941. 

Wheat, along with a large number of 
other commodities, responded more sharply , 
to the bullish planetary cycles of May, 
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1941, than the Security markets responded. 
The Securities did respond, however, in 
time and direction, but not to the same 
extent. After all, the amount of response 
depends largely upon the inherent condi- 
tions of the subject under consideration 
as well as the kind of planetary cycle. 
What would cause a twenty point rise at 
one time might cause only a ten point 
rise at another, because the law of supply 
and demand might be operating with the 
planetary cycles in the first case and it 
might be operating contrary in the sec- 
ond case. 

Sometimes we are looking for a cycle 


sponded in a normal manner, but the one 
class common stocks have not. From a 
purely scientific standpoint, the results 
must be judged by the majority and not 
by one single exception: If one witnessed 
100 cars going down the highway and only 
one standing still, he would not be justi- 
fied in coming to the conclusion that there 
was no traffic moving on the highway. 
Uncle Sam stepped in and put the brakes 
on the index that is standing still by in- 
creased taxes and the diversion of pro- 
ductive capacities to military needs. 
The Stock Exchanges and the Federal 
commissions will start rendering a more

to cause some one particular security or 
financial index to rise or decline and it 
doesn’t, or else it does not move suffi- 
ciently to satisfy our hopes. While a 
great majority may have moved as much 
as the indications warranted, many per- 
sons ignore this fact and jump to the 
conclusion that there was no actual cycle 
because their personal choice did not re- 
spond. Since the war, planetary cycles 
which ordinarily would. cause a rise in 
prices have had a smaller response than 
would have been’ the case in peace time. 
Preferred Stocks have: gone up as indi- 
cated. Earning trends, business activity, 
and over 100 commodities, have all re- 
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worth while service when they recognize 
what makes the market go as explained 
in this series of articles. Their refusal to 
use this scientific information has brought 
a well earned criticism of the Stock Ex- 
changes by the investing public. One 
would think the decline from $650,000 to 
$20,000 for memberships in the New York 
Stock Exchange would be enough to knock 
some common sense into stubborn heads. 
The nine million American investors are 
their customers, and customers demand 
consideration and protection from the un- 
necessary and emotional breaks in our se- 
curity and commodity markets. We will 
always have changing trends due - to 
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changing values and they will follow the 
changing planetary cycles. These cycles 
are natural forces which sometimes tend to 
cause people to act in an emotional man- 
ner and over-buy’ or over-sell markets. 
Wise management can .prevent these 
natural forces from destroying values in 
the same general sense as flood protection 
prevents the destroying of values. A 
knowledge of these cycles is what is 
necessary to prevent floods of buying fol- 
lowed by floods of selling, then a drought. 
Each flood kills off a few customers and 
each drought kills off a few brokers.

It is for the 30 Industrials of the 
Dow-Jones Average during October, 1937.

“Once Bitten, Twice Shy” 


A correspondent who has had two un- 
fortunate conjugal experiences writes that, 
since her last divorce, she is cautious, 
wary, and determined that her experiences 
with her former husbands will not be re- 
peated, should she decide to take a third 
mate.

DIABETES 


BD cies MELLITUs arises from in- 
ability of the system to store and use 
sugar. It is quite distinct from the much 
rarer diabetes insipidus in which the sys- 
tem is unable to retain the normal amount 
of water. There are numerous conditions 
under which temporarily sugar may be 
found in the urine; but when it is found 
that the urine constantly contains sugar, 
and that the amount of sugar in the blood 
is increased, diabetes mellitus is indicated. 

To understand what takes place in this 
disease some knowledge of the way the 
system handles the energy foods should be 
present. Under ordinary conditions, the 
carbohydrate foods (sugars and starches) 
are converted into simple sugar in the in- 
testines. They are absorbed as such, and 
carried to the liver. So long as this fuel 
derived from foods remains in the form of 
simple sugar, it is soluble, and readily 
passes from the body in the urine. To 
prevent this it is converted into a starch- 
like “substance called glycogen. Some 
glycogen is stored in the muscles, but 
chiefly it is stored in the liver. 

The liver, ruled by the planet Jupiter, 
is the central banking system of the body. 
In it, and in the tissues, are stored fuel 
reserves in the form of animal starch, or 
glycogen. Glycogen is returned into cir- 
culation as blood sugar through the action 
of thyroxin and adrenalin. Such sugar is 
necessary to be able to burn fat, as well 
as to provide energy. But to store it in 
the first place, and to enable the muscles 
to burn it as fuel, the Jupiter hormone 
insulin must be present. 


Insulin is manufactured in the islets of, 


Langerhans in the pancreatic gland. This 
is one of the glands which, when belonging 
to edible animals, is sold in butchershops 
as sweetbreads. When the chemical, in- 
sulin, ruled by Jupiter, is no longer pro- 
duced, sugar and starch cannot be used 
by the body, and diabetes results. 


However, the charts. in The Church of 
Light files of those who have had diabetes, 
not only show Jupiter prominent and 
afflicted, but Saturn also. And at the time 
the disease developed there was a pro- 
gressed aspect to either Jupiter or Saturn, 
but more frequently to Saturn. 

The part the thought-cells within the 
unconscious mind ruled by Saturn play 
will be apparent when it is recognized that 
the chief emergency hormone, adrenalin, 
responds readily to thoughts of fear, worry, 
anxiety and other discordant Saturn 
thoughts. Thyroxin, the hormone of the 
thyroid gland which responds to Sun and 
Venus thoughts, also tends to overcome 
the hoarding action of insulin, but in a 
much less violent manner than does ad- 
renalin, which responds to thoughts rela- 
tive to emergency situations. 

The action of thyroxin is toward recon- 
verting into sugar a moderate amount of 
the glycogen which has been stored. But 
the action of adrenalin, which is released 
either by anger or the mentioned Saturn 
thoughts, is to neutralize the influence of 
the Jupiter insulin, and violently to recon- 
vert the glycogen into blood sugar and 
prevent more being stored. 

The blood acts merely as a means of 
transporting the sugar. - The kidneys are 
the safety valves, which remove the sugar 
from the system in the urine when the 
blood sugar rises too high. If insulin is 
present, the muscles can utilize the sugar 
to produce energy. Under normal condi- 
tions, as the sugar in the blood is consumed 
by muscular exertion the liver releases 
more into the blood. But when insulin 
is absent the muscles cannot make use of 
the sugar carried by the blood, and the 
kidneys remove the excess and it appears 
in the urine. 

When the sugar cannot be utilized as 
energy, due to lack of insulin, starvation 
results in spite of the amount of food con- 
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sumed. Also there is further complica- 
tion, for the fats are incompletely burned 
when sufficient sugar is not burned with 
them. As a result of this incomplete 
metabolism, acetone and fatty acids ac- 
cumulate in the blood. Then the elimina- 
tion of carbon dioxide gas from the lungs 
may be insufficient to offset the acidosis 
which develops. When the acidosis be- 
comes severe, coma sets in. 

Even when people reach the stage where 
the islets of Langerhans do not manufac- 
ture insulin, they are no longer doomed to 
coma or starvation, as they were previous 
to 1922. Now commercially prepared in- 
sulin obtained from animal pancreas en- 
ables 300,000 diabetics in the United 
States to lead lives not far from normal. 
There are patients still living who com- 
menced their treatment in 1922, requir- 
ing three hypodermic shots of insulin each 
day. The daily dose must be determined 
for each patient separately, and the amount 
of food for which the dose will provide. 
This requires careful planning by a com- 
petent physician, and a painfully regu- 
lated life on the paxt of the patient. 

When those who have a predisposition 
toward diabetes, as indicated by both 
Jupiter and Saturn prominent and afflicted 
in their birth-charts, understand how the 
disease develops, and how, to apply the 
natural antidotes, it will vastly reduce the 
number who require such insulin treatment. 

Those who have Jupiter prominent and 
afflicted unusually have a tricky insulin 
supply. Such an afflicted Jupiter maps 
thought-cells which express as discordant 
thoughts relative to hope, good fellowship, 
joviality and religion. In reference to these 
things there is an over-expansiveness and 
lack of balance. And these discordant 
Jupiter thoughts not only affect the func- 
tion of the islets of Langerhans—for the 
various endocrine glands readily respond 
to certain types of thoughts—but they 
cause a craving for too rich foods. These 
rich foods, especially the sweets, place an 
undue strain upon the insulin supply. The 
islets of Langerhans, not strong to begin 
with, become overworked and exhausted, 
and finally fail to function. 

This, however, is not all of the story, 
as plainly revealed by the part Saturn 


plays. Overwork, recurring fear, or the 
mental image of any emergency situation, 
real or imaginary, such as gives rise to 
worry or anxiety, causes adrenalin to be 
released in the blood. This, in turn, 
counteracts the power of insulin. Glycogen 
in the liver is released rapidly into the 
blood, and so long as the adrenalin has 
the upper hand, sugar is no longer stored. 
As the conflict between adrenalin and in- 
sulin continues, a strain is placed upon 
the powers of the islets of Langerhans 
and a time may come when they can no 
longer manufacture insulin.

The example chart herewith illustrated 
was selected, not merely to show a typical 
case of diabetes, but also to dispel a pop- 
ular misconception that a harmonious pro- 
gressed aspect always tends toward recov- 
ery from disease. If the planet is suffi- 
ciently afflicted in the birth-chart, a pro- 
gressed aspect to it may, through giving 
greater activity to the basically discord- 
ant thought-cells it maps, increase the 
tendency to the disease of which it. is 
one of the constants.

In this birth-chart Saturn and Jupiter, 
in angles, are afflicted, Jupiter makes the 
square aspect to Venus, and Saturn is 
opposition Moon. The progressions around 
the outside of the chart are for the date 
of death from diabetes on May 14, 1911. 

About a year and a half before this time, 
progressed Ascendant was square pro- 
gressed Jupiter, and this aspect coincided 
with the first tendency toward the dis- 
ease. At the time of death the Jupiter 
thought-cells were given much additional 
energy by the sextile of progressed Sun 
to progressed Jupiter. But as the Sun at 
birth was closely semi-square Jupiter, the 
progressed sextile could not contribute 
enough harmony to the Jupiter thought- 
cells to enable them to repair the function 
of the islets of Langerhans. 

The diseases which Jupiter encourages 
are due to over-abundance of something. 
In the tendency toward diabetes, the over- 
abundance to which antidotes should be 
applied relate primarily to the thinking 
and secondarily to the diet. To counter- 
act the excessive optimism which places 
too much reliance on faith, the individ- 
ual should form the habit of employing the 
Mercury type of thoughts. 

In particular he should cultivate this 
attitude of careful reasoning in reference 
to his diet. Recognizing that over eating, 
and especially the eating of too rich foods, 
places a strain upon his insulin supply, he 
will endeavor to be more moderate. When 
a progressed aspect to Jupiter forms in 


his chart, he will notice an increase in the 
craving for food, especially for candy or 
pastry. This will be a signal for him not 
to indulge the craving, but to substitute 
more vegetables and fruits, in which the 
carbohydrates are diluted. 

Ordinarily white sugar, and the things 
made from it, are especially trying on the 
insulin supply.. White bread, polished 
rice and potatoes also are rich in carbohy- 
drates, and in the process of digestion the 
carbohydrates are almost completely 
changed into sugar. , 

But often of even more importance is to 
apply an antidote to the Saturn type of 
thinking. The diseases Saturn encourages 
are due to lack or loss. Fear, worry, 
overwork cause adrenalin secretion and 
deplete the insulin supply. 

Two lines of thinking may be cultivated 
to displace such tendencies. One is the 
cultivation of the calm, steady, radiant 
courage and vital power which naturally 
are the expression of harmonious Sun 
thought-cells.

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At almost any time and in any locality, 
the weather may be described as either 
clear, clearing, nearly clear, fairly clear, 
part clear, unsettled, stormy or rainy. 
Other finer distinctions might be drawn, 
but with no particular advantage, there- 
fore in this table complicated and ambig- 
uous meanings will be avoided by using 
only such words as: 

Clear, meaning a particularly clear day. 
Clearing, clouds disappearing and sky be- 
coming clearer. Nearly clear means some 
clouds but mostly clear. Fairly clear is a 
condition of cloudy weather but no rain. 
Part clear is when part of the quadrant 
on the map is cloudy, while some parts 
are rainy, others clearing. Unsettled is a 
general rainy condition. Stormy is a storm 
condition, usually with blustery winds. 
Rainy means a definite period of rainfall. 

The small letters n, s, e, w, mean simply 
the parts of the compass within the major 
quadrants as shown by the regional map 
as given in the four columns of the table. 


in near the end of the month. 

East of the Rockies for September, 1941, 
a cool spell is expected from about the 
first up to near the 20th of the month, 
especially about the regions to northwest, 
where St. Louis is taken as the approxi- 
mate center of the country. During this 
same time the rains should be about nor- 
mal, with very warm and unusually dry 
weather during the last few days. This 
should be favorable for the corn growing 
sections of the middle and northwest.

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This temperature curve is for central 
United States, but due to the eastwardly 
movement of the pressure areas you are 
to allow one day earlier for all places west 
of Colorado and one day later for east of 
the Mississippi river. 

On the Pacific coast for September, 
1941, somewhat more than normal 
amounts of moisture are indicated, most 
of it coming in the last part of the month, 
and in general the showers should be heav- 
lest and most frequent in the northern 
sections, around Oregon. and Washington 
State. Temperatures should be rather 
above normal at first, but with a cold spell 
near the middle of the’ month, then fairly 
warm up to 23rd, when a cold wave comes 
on, and in the plateau sections, frosts set 
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and South Dakota, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Iowa, northern parts of Iowa and Missouri. 

SW is southern parts of Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Texas, Arkansas and Louisiana. 

NE is the country east of the Missis- 
sippi river and north of the Ohio-Tennessee 
rivers, also to east. 

SE is east of the Mississippi river and 
south of the Ohio and Tennessee rivers to 
Gulf of Mexico and east.

Neptune in the Twelve Signs 


Neptune was only discovered in 1846, 
hence none of the ephemerides previous to 
that date give the positions of the planet. 
These positions have to be found by cal- 
culation, which is based on the fact that 
it takes Neptune 165 years to travel around 
the Sun (Lesson II, p. 67, January 1940 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE). In its 
travel around the Sun it passes through the 
12 signs of the Zodiac, and by dividing 
165 by 12 the approximate period that it 
stays in one sign is 1334 years. 

v in ~ (1861-1874): A new impetus 
in psychic, religious and philosophical 
thought; somewhat destroys the faculty for 
rapid action by causing distrust in one’s 
powers; the mind becomes introspective. 

wv in 8 (1874-1887): Feelings some- 
what over-sensitive; a tendency to rely on 
“hunches” in regard to earning money. 
New concepts naturally concerning money, 
and the arts and public presentation of the 
occult studies. 

w in 3 (1887-1901): Mental sensitive- 
ness; the ability to put the mysteries and 
occult knowledge into writing; restless, de- 
sire for change; not understood by ac- 
quaintances; new theories concerning trade 
and commerce. 

wv in 9% (1901-1915): Nurtures and 
“mothers” all mystical thought; very sen- 
sitive emotions; strange conditions in the 
home. 

WY in & (1915-1929): Strange condi- 
tion in love or in connection with children; 
exceptionally fond of speculation; does not 
accept authority readily; new conditions of 
government. 

Y in mp (1928-1943): 


New concepts 
concerning health, diet; conditions of em- 
ployment; the form side of new religion, 
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or religious and art groups; strange condi- 
tions in public service.

Y in # (1806-1820): Desire for ocean 
voyages, also for the spreading of-psychic 
knowledge; revolutionary ideas concerning 
the philosophies of life; confusion and de- 
ceit in law and among governments. 

Y in VS (1820-1834): Revolutionary 
ideas concerning government; “hunches” 
help in obtaining the ambitions; new con- 
ceptions in politics. 

Y in <” (1834-1847): New concepts 
and ideas in social life; strange conditions 
among friends; widespread knowledge of 
psychic truths. 

Y in 3% (1847-1861): Psychically sen- 
sitive; strange dreams, often prophetic; love 
of poetry and music; new concept concern- 
ing institutions. 


Pluto 


Pluto was discovered March 13, 1930. 
Until we know more of its essential mean- 
ing and work as a planet, it would be un- 
wise to try to say what its action is in 
the 12 signs. However, its basic action is 
to cause change, hence in the various signs 
it will cause changes in the matters and 
things denoted by that sign. 

Pluto in Leo (1937-1957): Pluto first 
went into Leo in October 1937. Due to 
its various long periods of retrogradation, 
Pluto was not established in Leo until the 
middle of 1939, hence an Ephemeris of its 
position is most necessary. 

Pluto in Cancer (1912-1939): Pluto 
was not established in Cancer until June 
1914. 

Pluto in Gemini (1882-1914): Pluto 
was not established in Gemini until May 
1884. 

Pluto in Taurus (1851-1884): Pluto 
was not established in Taurus until March 
1853. 


Pluto in Aries (1822-1853): Pluto was 
not established in Aries until early 1824, 
Pluto in Pisces (1799-1824).

Virgo rising gives mentality and applica- 
tion to detailed work but it does not con- 
duce to great physical strength and vital- 
ity. The ruler of the sign is in Gemini 
in the 10th house. This means that in 
his profession he might expect and exact 
the utmost punctilious details of etiquette. 

The fact that the volatile Mercury rules 
the Ascendant, which is the temperament, 
and was posited in Gemini, tells us of kind- 
liness but not sufficient power and strength. 

Neptune conjoined with the Moon and 
Jupiter in the 8th house all square to 
Uranus and Venus in the 10th and 11th 
house represent the subtle adverse influ- 
ences that his wife exerted on his public 
life, and among friends. Note the Moon 
is the wife in a man’s chart, and Jupiter 
and Neptune both rule the cusp of his 
7th house. They also govern the 8th cusp 
and will show the secrecy surrounding his 
death. The square to Uranus will show 
its violence and suddenness.
